RCHITECTURE has its political use, public buildings being the ornament of 

a country; it establishes a nation; draws people and commerce; makes the 
people love their native country, which passion is the origin of all great actions 
in a commonwealth, 

Although Wren’s well-known words sound slightly archaic to the modern 
ear, the sentiment expressed is as valid to-day as it was three hundred years ago; 
the quotation might well serve as a motto for the British Architects’ Conference 
at Newcastle upon Tyne next week, the theme of which is ‘Character in the 
Architecture of Towns.’ 

For some years past the subjects discussed at these annual conferences have 
been of a severely practical nature ; and aesthetics are surely overdue for 
attention, if only for the sake of some assessment of new appearances in 
relation to technological advances and the revolution in town planning. Sir 
William Holford and Mr. Robert Matthew, who are to discuss the subject 
chosen, must not be anticipated, but a few thoughts may be offered about the 
immense field of inquiry open to them. 

The post-war period, notwithstanding our inevitable slowness off the mark, 
has been one of the most remarkable in our history in volume and variety of 
building work embarked on, including, as it does, such formidable undertakings 
as the replanning and rebuilding of war-damaged towns and cities, the building 
of 15 New Towns, of an immense amount of other housing, municipal and 
private, of a great number of new factories, schools, electricity generating 
stations, nuclear as well as conventional, and much else. All this, too, at a 
time when building has been affected not only by shortages of materials but 
by statutory controls, notably the Town and Country Planning Acts. 

In quantity at least the post-war record of building is something to give 
cause for reasonable satisfaction. What of architectural quality ? About 
that there may well be acute differences of opinion arising at least in part from 
a contemporary style, stimulated, indeed largely dictated, by new building 
techniques and materials. Character in the architecture of towns, however, 
must always be a variable factor, changing as the old is superseded by the new. 

The preservation of old work is to-day more carefully looked after than ever 
before, both by voluntary organisations and through the Planning Act of 1947, 
yet much that is good of its kind, though not qualifying as of special archi- 
tectural or historic interest, must inevitably disappear, with a sad loss of char- 
acter to many an old town. It is axiomatic, however, that the good new will 
always go well with the good old, and there in part lies the answer to the question 
of character in the architecture of towns. Let us see that our modern replace- 
ments are aesthetically good, which means seeing that architectural education 
is on the right lines and that the right men become architects. 

The factor most formidably affecting the future of our towns is undoubtedly 
the motor vehicle. Apart from the provision of car parks, generally most 
depressing spaces, this has already brought about fundamental changes in 
town planning practice notably the physical separation of pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic and two-tier pedestrian levels in shopping centres, as, for 
instance, at Coventry where, according to report, success is not so far complete. 
With a half million or so additional vehicles coming on the roads every year, 
our towns and cities, already fearfully congested, face the appalling prospect 
of becoming completely choked up, while in suburban areas lacking private 
garages there is no hope of relief from the cluttering up of front gardens and 
the semi-permanent occupation of the kerbsides by cars. With this goes the 
problem of our antiquated road system. 

Is this problem of mechanical transport insoluble, especially as it affects the 
character of towns and cities ? We shall hope for some enlightenment on 


this subject as on many others, from Sir William Holford and Mr. Robert 
Matthew and from the other experts who will no doubt be at Newcastle.

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Notes of the Week 


Off the Rails 


"THE policy of the British Broadcast- 

ing Corporation in regard to its 
choice of critics of architecture has been 
a matter of some concern to those who 
believe that the opportunities provided 
by broadcasting to interest the non- 
technical listener in architecture, con- 
siderable as they are,, are consistently 
being misssed. It has been said before, 
and can be said again, that nothing 
could be more calculated to disinterest the 
listener than the average discussion on 
architecture as heard on the air. It 
ought not to be impossible, one might 
think, to find someone who will do for 
new architecture what John Betjeman 
has done for ancient monuments, but 
the problem so far has evidently de- 
feated the Corporation’s Talks Depart- 
ment.

ONE OF THE BETTER 
critics is Mr. J. M. 
Richards, who should 
know what he is talk- 
ing about, and in what 
he says is normally 
objective. But even he 
fell from grace when 
giving a Third Pro- 
gramme talk on_ the 
national pavilions at 
the Brussels Exhibi- 
tion. After praising 
half a dozen exam- 
ples, including the 
West German and 
Japanese buildings, 
Mr. Richards launched 
an astonishing attack 
on the British pavi- 
lions, which he wrote 
off as__ insignificant, 
theatrical and, in so 
far as the interior of 
the Industry building 
was concerned, messy. 
Listeners were left 
with the clearest im- 
pression that the 
British contribution 
was a hopeless failure, 
both as_ architecture 
and as an attraction. 
Mr. Richards, of 
course, is entitled to 
his own view as to 
what constitutes exhi- 
bition architecture, but 
his position as critic on 
a medium like the air, 
where he cannot be 
answered back, should 
have made him care- 
ful to say whether or not the pavilion 
was doing its job in securing a fair share 
of public attention—presumably the 
object of the exercise. The UK Govern- 
nent pavilion had, in fact, had nearly 
200,000 visitors in the first fortnight, and 
people continue to stream through it at 
the rate of 11,000-15,000 a day. 

Mr. Richards’ omission to refer to this 


fact detracted heavily from the value of 
his broadcast, which nevertheless must 


have created a curious impression on 
listeners abroad, unless, of course, it was 
accepted as just another piece of British 
self-depreciation. Since viewers of the 
‘Monitor’ programme the previous Sun- 
day had looked in vain in the screened 
review of the Exhibition for any trace of 
the British pavilions, one is left wonder- 
ing just what is the BBC’s policy in re- 
gard to British architecture and archi- 
tects. Perhaps Sir Ian Jacob will tell us! 


A Russian Visitor 


IN ENGLAND at the invitation of the 
British Council is Mr. Arcadi Mordvinov, 
past-President of the Academy of Con- 
struction and Architecture. Mr. Mord- 
vinov, who has been Hon. Corresponding 
Member of the RIBA since 1947, is 
undertaking a tour of Great Britain with 
the object of seeing new architecture and, 
particularly, uses of prefabrication. 


Paying a courtesy visit last week to 
the RIBA, where he was received by the

President and the Secretary, Mr. Mord- 
vinov outlined the problems which beset 
the builders in Russia, particularly in the 


great towns. Mr. Mordvinov is faced 
with the task of directing a programme 
of housing which it is hoped to step 
up by 1960 to 3 million sq. metres of 
floor space annually. This is in Moscow 
alone where vast areas of derelict pro- 
perties are being cleared mechanically; 
more housing will go up in new towns 
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of which, it seems, 550 have already becn 
built since the war. 


w « * 

SO GREAT is the drive to get the workers 
under cover that traditional methods 5f 
construction have been completely aba- 
doned; it is some time, says Mr. Mor1i- 
vinov, since a brick building of any kiid 
was put up in the Soviet Union. Instezd, 
all housing work is prefabricated, usi ig 
large walling units, factory-made aid 
assembled on the site by crane. Tie 
Russians have been experimenting, it 
seems, with several forms of panels, but 
the most successful has proved to be 0 1e 
composed of an outer concrete skin 
4 cms, in thickness and a 2-cm. inrer 
skin of plasterboard—with a filling >f 
14 cms. of fibreglass. This gives a to al 
thickness of 20 cms., or about 8 ins. Tie 
external concrete, for insulative purposvs, 
has a series of V-shaped vertical grooves 
cut about 2 cms. into the sheet. These 
indentations are sealed over with a thin 
concrete skin. From the middle of this 
year nothing but this form of wall wit 
will be used in Moscow. 

Mr. Mordvinov did not seek to hide 
the growing pains associated with large- 
scale developments using new techniqucs. 
Difficulties chiefly centre round a short- 
age of skilled labour; training centres 
have been established in which prefabri- 
cation techniques are demonstrated, but 
the creation of a corps of thoroughly 
efficient mechanics must take time. 
Meanwhile, it seems, maintenance of 
buildings is a considerable item.

THE ACADEMY over which Mr. Mord- 
vinov presided has, within the last year, 
changed its name from the Academy of 
Architecture to the Academy of Construc- 
tion and Architecture. Here builders and 
architects are trained in the same estab- 
lishment, and meet for certain joint 
lectures. The Russian word for builder 
seems to be the same as that for engi- 
neer, and it is probable that structural 
engineering is the subject which the so- 
called builders study. What is interesting 
also is that once an architectural student 
has taken his degree, he gets the rate 
laid down for the job even if, as has 
happened, he may, temporarily, have to 
take work on roads. Mr. Mordvinov’s 
refreshing candour and pleasing person- 
ality will stand him in good stead in his 
English tour, 


Preserving the Northumbrian Coast 


As IF for the especial benefit of the 
British Architects’ Conference, 40 miles 
of the Northumberland coast are to be 
established as an ‘area of outstanding 
natural beauty’ under a National Parks 
Commission order which has now been 
confirmed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Goverment. The responsi- 
bility for preserving and enhancing the 
natural beauty of the landscape rests with 
the local planning authority, Northum- 
berland County Council. This is the 
fourth area of its kind to be established. 

The Northumberland coast has been 
designated from just south of Berwick 
southwards to Amble—some 40 miles ot 
low cliffs and rocky headlands, v ith 
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Ur. Denis Clarke Hall, AADipl, FRIBA, 
vyho has been elected President of the 
\rchitectural Association for its \{2th 
session. He takes office next month 





ac: ve fishing villages. The area includes 
Hc.y Island, which has the oldest 
mc nastic ruin in the country; the Farne 
Is nds, an important breeding ground of 
sea birds; and many places of historical 
interest, some of which are to be visited 
by the Conference. 


York Academic Trust 


\ FULL and interesting account of the 
numerous activities of the York 
Academic Trust is given in its annual 
report for 1957. The York Institute of 
Architectural Study reports an increase 
of 47 per cent. in attendance at its courses 
and summer schools over the previous 
year’s figures. There were seven post- 
graduate courses, including those held 
annually on Landscape Design, The Care 
of Churches, and Protection and Repair 
of Historic Buildings. To these were 
added new courses on Townscape, Illumi- 
nation and Architectural Project Man- 
agement. The report is issued from St. 
Anthony’s Hall, York.

Representation of Salaried 
Architects 


To the Editor of The Builder 


GIR,—I have read with considerable 

amazement the announcements 
appearing in the technical Press to the 
effect that the Royal Institute of British 
Architects has decided to take the 
initiative to sponsor a salary negotiating 
body for architects in local government 
employment. 

No mention has been made of the fact 
that the [AAS some four years ago estab- 
lished a completely separate entity known 
as the British Architectural Guild in which 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
and other architectural bodies were invited 
to participate. The terms of reference were 
as complete as those now suggested by the 
Royal Institute of British Architects; the 
contro] of the organisation was to be vested 
entirely in the hands of the salaried archi- 
tects, who by virtue of their membership 
of the Guild would be entitled to control its 
activities by the power of the individual 
vote. In order to ensure that at the outset 
such a body did not fall into the hands of a 
few strong and extremist agitators, it was 
suggested that the Council of Management 
should have representatives appointed to it 
by the RIBA and this Association with the 
idea that, as soon as the structure had been 
developed to enable the organisation to be 
self-governing without any political bias, the 
part played by the professional organisa- 
tions would be decreased to the extent of 
lending moral support and co-operation in 
matters of common policy. 


The Royal Institute of British Architects 
when invited declined even to discuss the 
matter with the IAAS, and as a result 
of this action the doubt created in the minds 
of individual salaried architects was such 
that when the Guild was offered to the pro- 
fession the support forthcoming from in- 
dividuals did not warrant the expenditure and 
setting up of the organisation necessary to 
carry out successfully its functions. It is 
now learned that the RIBA in effect intends 
to set up an almost indentical administrative 
machine, but differs from the appreach of 
the IAAS inasmuch that in taking such 
action the latter proposed to bring in 
all the existing professional associations 
representing architects in order to achieve 
the benefit of all view-points, whereas the 
RIBA has seen fit once again to further its 
monopolistic tendencies and to decline even 
to discuss such an important matter with 
other representative organisations within the 
profession. 

Is such an attitude a right one upon which 
to found such a new organisation? Is one 
wrong in suggesting that the RIBA might 
appear a bigger organisation were it to con- 
sider discussing some of these problems with 
other professional organisations rather than 
to perpetuate its isolationist policy, which by 
the number of suggested ‘ breakaway ’ move- 
ments does not appear to have created a 
state in which architecture or architects can 
best flourish?

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Payments to Subcontractors

GQIR,—Mr. R. H. Gallannaugh, in your 

issue Of May 2, recommends that 
architects should notify sub-contractors 
individually of the amounts included in 
certificates in respect of their sub- 
contracts. 

Some years ago I had a special form dupli- 
cated so that I could do this. Then one day 
I found that I had spent two hours filling in 
and addressing these, and the amount of 
the postage alone appaiied me. I fell to 
thinking—who derived all the benefit 
from this? The sub-contractor. What did 
he do for it? Nothing. Who paid for it? 
I did. Who paid me for it? Nobody. Is it 
within the terms of my engagement? It is 
not. It is something gratuitous that I do 
entirely out of my goodness of heart and out 
of my own pocket. 

I ceased the practice. I am growing a 
little tired of the attitude that one is entitled 
to be looked after without any effort on one’s 
own part. If the sub-contractors want this 
service they should do something to help 
themselves. For a start they could deposit 
with the architect a supply of suitably 
devised business reply cards. Similar 
remarks apply to the results of tendering.

The Brussels Exhibition 
To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR—I should like to congratulate your 
Special Correspondent on his article 
last week on the Brussels World Fair. 

On Saturday, April 26, I accompanied a 
party of 25 architects and builders from the 
West of England to the Fair. We had been 
spending a week in Holland and took the 
opportunity of driving 300 miles (both ways) 
from Amsterdam to Brussels in order to see 
the Fair. Although we were able only to 
spend six hours in the Exhibition, we never- 
theless reached very similar conclusions to 
those in your columns. Our two notes of 
criticism would be (1) the absence of sign- 
posts indicating toilet facilities, and (2) the 
lack of organisation in the running of the 
Exhibition. We were equipped only with 
Dutch and English money when we arrived, 
and officialdom refused to allow even one of 
us to enter the Exhibition to obtain change 
into Belgian francs. It eventually meant a 
quarter of a mile walk outside the Fair to 
find a Bureau de Change. Why not bureaux 
at all entrances? 

Under ‘ Notes of the Week’ you suggest 
that the closing time for the pavilions is too 
early. Frankly, if by 6 p.m., visitors still 
have enough strength to walk around the 
exhibits, then they should be on show in 
the Russian pavilion! I feel that by 6 p.m. 
visitors feel the need to relax and to partici- 
pate in some of the many activities available 
in the various theatres and so on. 

Finally, we were all very proud of the 
modest but excellently conceived British 
display, and we would agree that under no 
circumstances should a visit to Brussels this 
year be missed.

SOME NORTHUMBRIAN COMMENTS

ppnom May 14-17, the British Architects’ 

Conference is to be held in Newcastle 
upon Tyne, where its host will be the 
Northern Architectural Association. The 
area of the Association covers the counties 
of Northumberland, Durham and Cumber- 
land and extends southwards to Middles- 
brough, northwards to Berwick-on-Tweed, 
and eastwards to Carlisle. It includes 
the vast shipbuilding yards of Tyne, Tees 
and Wear, the Northumberland and 
Durham coalfield, the extensive National 
Parkland of Northumberland and _ the 
Northern Lake District. This Conference 
year the Association also celebrates its 
centenary. It was founded in 1858 with 
27 members under the presidency of that 
great mid-Victorian classicist John Dobson, 
and it became allied to the RIBA in 1889. 
In 1922 and 1923, separate branches were 
formed in Tees-side and Cumberland areas 
with their centres in Middlesbrough and 
Carlisle. The present membership of the 
Association is over 800.

From Alnwick the route is through 
Alnmouth to Warkworth, which is 
approached over a fortified medieval 
bridge. The castle is another Percy 
stronghold, and is remarkable for its plan 
and treatment. The church of St. Lawrence 
which contains much Norman work can 
also be seen. 


From Warkworth the route to New- 
castle is through the country lanes to 
rejoin the Great North Road at Felton. 


2. The Roman Wall: From the Confer- 
ence Centre, the Old Assembly Rooms, 
the route follows the line of the wall for 
14 miles to Corbridge and the Roman 
Station at Corstopitum, which was 
originally a fort guarding the Roman 
Bridge. After the building of Hadrian’s 
Wall, Corstopitum became a _ military 
supply base, containing compounds with 
military workshops, granaries and store- 
houses. 


From Corstopitum the route passes the 
Roman Forts at Chesters and House- 
steads. This latter, a fort of about five 
acres, has gates and guard rooms on its 
four sides and links with the great wall at 
iti NE and NW angles. Internally the 
remains of granaries, headquarters build- 
ings and arrangements for water conserva- 
tion can still be seen. There is also a 
Museum containing models and drawings. 


Tour No. 3. Bywell-on-Tyne. Bywell 
is about 15 miles west of Newcastle on the 
banks of the Tyne, and in addition to its 
delightful setting, it contains the twin 
chirches of St. Andrew and St. Peter, 
bo:h possessing much 13th-century work. 
There is a fine vicarage with a walled 
garden built in 1698. In addition there is 
By well Castle of 15th-century construc- 


tion, and Bywell Hall, an 18th-century 
house designed by James Paine. 


Tour No. 4. Blanchland: The route 
through Shotley Bridge and Edmundbyers 
follows the course of the River Derwent to 
Blanchland, which is tucked away between 
high, steep, timbered slopes. This, one of 
England’s show villages, forms an open 
square with a gatehouse and archway at 
the North End. The remains of Blanchland 
Abbey, founded in 1539, lie outside of the 
NE side of the square, and parts of the 
conventional buildings are incorporated 
in the Lord Crewe Arms. The village was 
probably developed after the Crewe 
Trustees acquired the estate in 1752. 


Tour No. 5. Open Cast Mining: This is 
a visit with a difference. The Acorn Bank 
Site at Bedlington covers 430 acres and 
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will produce, by 1964, over 5 million tons 
of coal from depths up to 230 ft. The 
machines used on this site represent 
100 h.p. per man employed, and the 450 
men working there produce the same 
amount of coal as would 3,200 men in 
deep mine workings. Costain Mining, 
Ltd., started work in 1955, and in 1964, 
when work is complete, all buildings will 
be pulled down and the land restored. 
Engineers from 37 nations, including the 
USSR, have visited the site. 


Tour No. 6. The Industrial Tyne: This 
tour is by river barge from the Guildhall 
steps, passing the shipbuilding yards at 
Jarrow and Wallsend, down to Tynemouth 
with its priory at the entrance to the river. 


Newcastle Itself 


Visitors to the Conference will also be 
interested to see some of the older buildings 
of Newcastle itself. Of course, Newcastle 
was originally a Roman_ station—Pons 
Aelius, named after the bridge built by 
order of the Emperor Hadrian. After 
Roman times fhe settlement decayed and 
only regained its importance after the 
Conquest, when the New Castle was built 
for the defence of the Borders. One can 
see the 12th-century medieval keep and its 
13th-century gatehouse. The quayside too 
is of interest to the visitors with its bridges, 
including George Stephenson’s High Level 
Bridge, a cast iron structure which is now 
a National Monument, the Guild Hall, and 
Sandhill buildings, where the splendid half- 
timbered Bessie Surtees’ house will appeal 
to all lovers of Elizabethan architecture. 
And above it at the head of a narrow 
stepped ‘chare’ or alleyway, towers 
David Stephenson’s lovely 18th-century 
church of All Saints. 


Probably Newcastle’s greatest claim to 
architectural fame is the fine mid- 
nineteenth-century civic development. This 
development was almost entirely due to 
the enterprise and vision of three men, 
John Dobson, architect, Richard Grainger, 
builder and John Clayton, Town Clerk, and 
Grainger’s legal adviser and financial sup- 
porter. Grainger and Dobson were respon-

sible for the greater part of the central area, 
including Grey-street, Grainger-street, 
Clayton-street, Nun-street and Market- 
street, all noble classic streets. Dobson’s 
other works include the Central Station, 
the Grainger Markets and St. Thomas’s 
Church, one of his occasional excursions 
into Gothic. In addition such work as 
Green’s Theatre Royal and Thomas 
Oliver’s Leazes-terrace are well worth a 
visit. Much of this work can also be seen 
in the collection of prints and water 
colours, many done by Dobson, which are 
in the Laing Art Gallery. To the north of 
the city is Jesmond Dene, an unexpected 
19th-century romantic park of 78 acres, 
laid out and planted by Lord Armstrong 
in a natural ravine of the Ouseburn, and 
presented by him to the city. 

Only eight miles from the city is Seaton 
Delaval Hall, perhaps John Vanbrugh’s 
most exciting work, whilst to the west at 
Rothbury, Norman Shaw’s Cragside, set 
amongst romantic wooded slopes, can 
easily be reached. Whalton and Blagdon 
both contain work by Lutyens.

POST-WAR DEVELOPMENT 


: oe continuous growth of the King’s College, Newcastle upon Tyne (part of Durham University), as a 
centre of education and of training in the disciplines of civil and mechanical engineering, chemistry and 
physics, and the arts, including Architecture, has called, in the years since the war, for a steady flow of new 
buildings. Erected to a master plan prepared by W. B. Edwards, Professor of Architecture in King’s College, 
and Sir Howard Robertson, ARA, these post-war additions are now described and, in most cases, illustrated. 
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The first post-war building within 
the College was the COKE 
RESEARCH LABORATORIES, which were 
built and completed in 1946 urder 
extremely difficult conditions to 
strictly utilitarian standards. The 
laboratories replaced a hutted build- 
ing which had enjoyed a large 
variety of uses for a great number of 
years. The new building housed the 
Department of Coke Research and 
later Physical Chemistry. The 
internal arrangements will shortly be 
revised to form the University’s 
permanent Museum of Romano- 
British Archaeology. The building 
was in 1948 awarded the first RIBA 
Architecture Bronze Medal for 
Northumberland, Cumberland and 
Durham. 

The first major post-war building 
was the first part of the CHEMISTRY 
BUILDING, on the only building site 
then available within the College 
Development Area. The building 
was designed before the war and 
contractors were preparing tenders 
when war was declared. Imme- 
diately after the war the internal 
planning was completely reorganised 
and Part 1 of the building for 
Chemistry was commenced late in 
1946 and completed in 1948. The 
architects for this were W. B. 
Edwards and Partners, who are also 
architects for an extension. The 
builders were J. R. Rutherford for 
the first part, and Stanley Miller, 
Ltd., for the addition. 

The next building, completed in 
1951, was the ETHEL WILLIAMS 
HALL OF RESIDENCE FOR WOMEN, 
built on a lovely garden site some 
three miles from the centre of the 
city. The building provides accom- 
modation for 100 students and some 
30 staff. The design takes advantage 
of a slope, practically all the existing 
trees being retained. Common rooms 
and library are at lower ground-floor 
level, whilst the upper floors accom- 
modate students’ study/bedrooms, 
toilet suites and laundry units. This 
building gained the RIBA Architec- 
ture Bronze Medal for Northumber- 
land, Cumberland and Durham in 
1951. 

A site to the north of the College, 
bounded by Claremont-road, Park- 
terrace and Kensington-terrace, was 
leased to the College by the City 
Council and the Freemen of the City 
of Newcastle upon Tyne. This site, 
which was many years a nursery 
garden, was readily available for 
building and therefore major building

Reorganisation and 
rehousing have made available the site for the first stage 
of the New Arts BUILDING on the Queen Victoria-road 
frontage. This building is now almost complete, to 
plans by W. B. Edwards and Partners, the builders 
being Leslie and Co., Ltd. At more or less the same 
time a start was made on the second part of the 
CHEMISTRY BUILDING, to provide further accommoda- 
tion for Chemistry and also for Geology. 
A site was made available for the new LisprARyY 
EXTENSION, and building work started a few months 
ago. Similarly, under a Compulsory Purchase Order, 
the site of the new PHysics BUILDING has become avail- 
able, and again building work has recently begun.

THE DESIGN OF THE HOUSE WAS BASED UPON TWO MAJOR 
requirements: the provision within a limited floor area of a 
very large living space and, if possible, five small bedrooms. 
This has been achieved by compact planning and by exploiting 
the space within the pitch of the roof.

MANY EDUCATIONAL BUILDINGS OF 
quality are to be seen in the area of 
the Northern Architectural Associa- 
tion. The University of Durham 
has recently acquired the West 
Building, a view of which, showing 
a subsidiary entrance to smaller 
lecture and staff rooms, is to left. 
The stone tower encloses vertical 
shafts containing all services; no 
plumbing being exposed externally 
or internally. 

Shown in the lower illustration is 
the second stage of the Darlington 
College of Further Eduction, a three- 
stage project which is being erected 
on the central site of a former girls’ 
school.

PLANNING CONTROL 
IN NORTHUMBERLAND 


Architecture, Street Furniture 


and Advertisements 


The Planning Department 


of Northumberland County 
Council has in recent years paid close and sympathetic attention 
to the control not only of architectural design but of street 
furniture and advertisements. Following is the substance of 
two official reports setting out the experiences of the Authority 
in all three spheres. A few typical illustrations are given showing 
the excellent results that have been achieved in the design of 





street furniture and the control of advertisement hoardings.

Architectural Control 


ie a 15-months period covering parts of 
the years 1953-54, it was ascertained 
that of the total number of applications, 
only 30 per cent. had been prepared by 
architects. Of these applications, further 
analysis showed that almost 50 per cent. 
of all applications were from the architec- 
tural profession within boroughs, whilst 
in the urban districts as a whole the figure 
was 35 per cent., and in the rural districts 
20 per cent. In their report of December, 
1954, from which these figures are an 
extract, the Northumberland County Plan- 
ning Committee said that in their view, 
‘There is no doubt that these proposals 
prepared by the architectural profession 
possess in general a considerably higher 
standard of design than the remainder of 
the applications. Whilst it seems the 
majority of the largest schemes are de- 
signed by architects, many of the applica- 
tions not so prepared comprise substantial 
proposals such as_ individual houses, 
workshops, filling stations, garages and 
alterations to business and commercial

premises necessitating some elevational 
design. Whilst such proposals may appear 
to be relatively small in themselves, they 
do represent a large proportion of develop- 
ment, and over a period of time can in- 
fluence to an appreciable extent the town 
and country scene. Their total effect can 
be considerable, particularly in rural 
areas where one new or altered building 
among so few buildings has a much greater 
influence than amongst the denser develop- 
ment of urban areas.’ 


A Real Problem 


Whilst the 1947 Town and Country 
Planning Act gave power to control the 
appearance of buildings, the very real 
problem of trying to improve the gener- 
ally low standard of design of a great 
many building proposals was a very large 
one, and the conclusion was reached that 
it was preferable to secure improvements 
in the design of proposals by negotiation 
and discussion with applicants than ruth- 
lessly invoking the Act by refusing per- 
mission unless it was absolutely necessary 
to do so. This policy has paid handsome

dividends as by discussion the applicant 
then appreciates why the design is poor 
and is usually most grateful for the advice 
and assistance given ; he is advised during 
the course of those discussions to seek tie 
advice of an architect, and most frequent!y 
does so. Experience has shown that many 
developers have little understanding of 
good design and do not always appreciate 
the advantages of employing an architect, 
not only from the aspect of obtaining a 
much sounder plan and a much higher 
standard of elevational design, but from 
the economic advantages which may result. 

To implement their policy to make a 
determined effort to improve the standard 
of design, it being their view that a large 
percentage of development control appli- 
cations are essentially matters of civic 
design, the County Planning Department 
was strengthened by the addition of 
appropriate architectural staff and, to 
date, six members of the profession are 
employed. The department was further 
strengthened by the employment of a 
landscape architect.

T ie County Planning Committee, apart 
for: having their own qualified archi- 
tectiiral staff to advise them, also consider 
it desirable to have alternative independent 
advice, and, therefore, with the full 
co-c peration and sanction of the Northern 
Architectural Association, have co-opted 
two architects direct on to the committee 
and these two architects have been of 
considerable assistance to the committee 
not only in determining their policies but 
in advising them in the consideration of 
applications. 

The outcome of all this positive action 
on the part of the County Planning Com- 
mittee has been, over the last three or four 
years, a marked improvement in the 
standard of design over the whole county, 
a much greater public awareness, and an 
extremely cordial relationship between the 


Planning Authority and the architectural 
profession.

The Northumberland County Planning 
Committee naturally take the view that 
if the public are advised to employ an 
architect on the design of buildings, then 
they have in their turn a right to expect 
that all designs submitted by the architec- 
tural profession should be of a_ high 
standard. This, unfortunately, is not always 
so, and on occasion causes the committee 
some concern. Generally, by discussion, 
considerable improvement can be obtained: 
whilst these instances on the whole are 
not frequent, it stands to the great credit 
of the architectural profession that over 
the last five years (average 2,500 applica- 
tions per annum) only three cases involved 
the necessity of referring the problem to 
the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment for a decision. Nevertheless, it 
should be said that good designs are 
frequent: outstanding designs are relatively 
few. However, the latter are increasing. 


Value of Close Integration 


Two particular aspects are worth special 
mention. It is the view of the Committee 
that discussion on design problems should 
take place between architects, and this 
view seems to be endorsed by the pro- 
fession. The second is that a senior mem-

ber of the architectural staff (that is, 
apart from the co-opted members) should 
always be present to advise the committee. 

This comprehensive action over a 
broad field is producing very good results, 
and whilst much remains to be done, and 
no doubt there is always room for im- 
provement, its success has been largely 
dependent on the close integration of the 
lay committee, the planning profession, 
and the architectural profession, the latter 
working in various capacities—on the 
staff, on the committee, and the remainder 
in close association—all with a common 
aim to raise the standard of the county’s 
development. 


Control of Advertisements 


She County Planning Committee re- 
viewed their policy in regard to 
Advertisement Control in December, 1954, 
since when considerable action has been 
taken in securing the removal of advertise- 
ments which spoil the appearance of an 
area and/or interfere with road safety. 
Now that this work is well under way, 
attention is being given to the somewhat 
large indiscriminate advertisements prob- 
lem in urban areas.

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surveys have been prepared of several 

areas on a local authority basis as, in the 

main, it is considered that such units form 

a good basis for compact and compre- 

hensive action which would provide an 

immediate all-round improvement in a 

given area, at the same time incurring the 

least strain administratively on both 
advertisers and the planning department. 

Already consideration has been given 
to Whitley Bay (population 30,000) as the 
first major area. As a result of the survey, 
discussions were initiated with advertisers 
regarding some 51 sites, and after inspec- 
tion and discussion a very large measure of 
agreement has been reached. Some 11 
appeals—one of which was withdrawn— 
have been lodged with the Minister, whose 
determination is now awaited. 

In discussing control over advertise- 
ments and while dealing with sites on their 
merits there has been kept in mind the 
committee’s policy, approved in 1954, 
when concern was expressed at the multi- 
plicity and haphazard arrangement of 
advertisements on shop premises. The 
committee then determined six principles 
for the guidance of advertisers which were 
incorporated in a widely distributed illus- 
trated leaflet. These principles were:— 

(i) Signs should not, as a general rule, 
be displayed above the level of the fascia. 

(ii) It should not be necessary to display 
more than one sign in respect of each 
product. 

(iii) Signs on shop fronts should be neatly 
arranged to avoid a haphazard clutter. 

(iv) Boundary walls and fences should be 
left free from advertisements. 

(v) Large boards, tinplate and wall signs 
inevitably detract from the appearance 
of the buildings. 

(vi) Signs should be regularly maintained 
and dilapidated ones removed. 

This leaflet has had an astonishing 
influence, as it highlighted the national 
problem of advertisement ‘clutter,’ since 
when considerable condemnation by cer- 
tain sections of the advertisement industry, 
the planning profession, and the public 
has been frequent. It is a matter on which 
the Minister himself has expressed his 
disapproval and is receiving attention in 
his provisional re-draft of the Advertise- 
ment Regulations. In these the Minister 
suggests that applications should be made 
for all advertisements in forecourts (unless 
on fixed plant), ail advertisements on 
perimeter walls, all advertisements above 
the fascia, all advertisements projecting 
more than 12 in. from the face of the 
building, and all advertisements more than 
36 in. in depth. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that 
special problems arise with regard to poster 
advertisements on buildings. First there 
is the effect of the proposal on the building 
itself, and secondly the effect on the sur- 
rounding area. In the latter case, the 
amenity is made up of the character of the 
area (i.e., residential, industrial, com- 
mercial), the spaciousness of the area, the 
presence of vegetation or otherwise, the 
character of the buildings, and so on. The 
former involves a much more detailed 
consideration of the architectural design 
of the building itself, and it is on this aspect 
that the advertising industry, as a general 
rule, appears to be somewhat weak. There 
does not appear to be an adequate apprecia-

tion of the underlying principles and con- 
ceptions of architectural design. Such 
terms as unity, duality, harmony, contrast, 
rhythm, scale, proportion, the relation- 
ship between solids and voids, and ‘good 
neighbourliness,’ are not generally under- 
stood, nor that such terms and principles 
are applicable not only to the design of 
buildings, but also to advertisements and 
to their placing on buildings irrespective 
of whether the application is deemed to 
have consent or otherwise. 

One important matter is that of ‘scale.’ 
All buildings have an inherent relationship 
to the human figure. The normal 10 ft. 
high advertisement board used by the 
main advertising contractors is by reason 
of its size frequently ‘out of scale’ on a 
building apart from the fact that the 
advertisement matter—which is no con- 
cern of the regulations—is also generally 
out of sympathy with its surroundings. 
Advertising hitherto has thrived on dis- 
unity, and progress is frequently impeded 
in establishing unanimity of view between 
the planning profession and the advertising 
trade whilst this traditional conception 
lasts. The size of the advertisement 
board is partly controlled by the apparent 
rigidity of the printing system and _ its 
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Diagram showing three 8-sheet posters grouped to- 

gether with three 30” x 40” public information 

panels, all within a framework of contrasting wall 
texture 
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associated economic problems. Never- 
theless, it would seem that the greater 
variety of poster sizes is needed to take 
advantage of differing circumstances. 

In the light of this experience a series 
of sketches has been approved showing 
the relationship of poster advertising and 
architectural design to be used as a guide 
to the Control of Development Sub- 
Committee, the staff of the Department, 
and advertisers in illustrating the view of 
the committee. (One of these sketches 
is reproduced below.) 


Notwithstanding these comments about 
the appreciation of architectural design, 
it is true to say that relationship between 
the advertising industry and the Planning 
Department is extremely good. Frequent 
discussions have taken place so that there is 
now a much better appreciation of each 
other’s point of view. Two instances of 
co-operation in the design of an advertising 
station—one at Whitley Bay by _ the 
General Publicity and Billposting Co., 
the other at Wallsend by Messrs. David 
Allen and Co., Ltd.,—deserve particular 
mention, as both are extremely good 
examples of their type. 

One particular problem causing concern 
is the apparent failure, by architects and 
others, to design buildings incorporating 
lettering, either illuminated or otherwise, 
as part of the original conception. Not 
infrequently a new building is approved 
and _ erected. Later applications are 
received for the erection of signs—some- 
times without the knowledge of the 
architect concerned—destroying or marring 
the original conception. 

From time to time the problem of 
advertisements on litter bins has received 
the attention of the Control of Develop- 
ment Sub-Committee and the view reached | 
that whilst applications for such would be 
considered on their merits, generally this 
type of activity should be discouraged.

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FUTURE OF THE NEW 
TOWNS 
Town and Country Planning 
Association’s Statement 


HE Town and Country Planning Asso- 

ciation have sent the following state- 
ment on how the Association think the 
new towns should be administered in the 
years ahead to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government :— 

The statement points out that there are 
two stages in the growth of a new town: 

(a) Organised movement of people and 
workplaces to the town. This should stop 
at a point well short of the intended 
maximum population. 

(b) After this, for some years the 
natural increase will be at a much higher 
rate than the average, because of the large 
number of young families. 

Thus a town whose population is to be 
80,000 ought to stop organised immigration 
at, say, 60,000. . 

In stage {b), provision of homes, jobs, 
shops, schools, etc., will have to be made 
for the _ still-growing population. In 
addition, during this stage, civic and com- 
munity buildings, swimming baths, playing 
fields, assembly halls, etc——too few of 
which will have been provided in the first 
stage—should be added. In some towns 
there will be a need for much redevelop- 
ment of the older parts around which the 
new town has been built. 


Thus, for a long time (perhaps up to 15 
years}, co-ordinated development of employ- 
ment, housing and public and community 
services will be required. 

Recommendations.—Because of the major 
job still to be done» new town development 
corporations should be kept in being during 
the second stage. 

The Government having announced its 
intention to set up a central agency to own 
the new towns, the Association finds it diffi- 
cult to see the advantages in this unless 
it would free the administration of the 
new tewns from Treasury control. It sug- 
gests that the decision as to the form of 
administration should not be rushed. 


As a new town approaches the end of the 
first stage of development, the Government 
should appoint on the development corpora- 
tion a minority of local residents from 
nominations by the local authority of the 
area. 

It is suggested that in some cases at stage 
(b) the corporations of new towns near each 
other might be amalgamated in order to 
retain a highly qualified staff. 

Essential Principles—The unity of free- 
hold ownership in the public interest should 
be maintained. 


After repayment of Exchequer grants, 
surplus revenues on new towns should be 
used for the benefit of the local com- 
munities. 

Financial Economy of New Town 
Method.—The Association emphasises that 
the method of providing housing, etc., for 
people in the new towns is the least costly 
of alternative methods—much less costly 
than rehousing in high flats. The new towns 
are thus a saving to the Exchequer, and to 
the big city authorities.

Have Architects a Future ? 


To the Editor of The Builder 
GIR,—In his address to the Essex, 

Cambs and Herts Society of Archi. 
tects Mr. Ian M. Leslie covered a great 
deal of ground and said a numbe of 
things which merit emphasis. The b»ild- 
ing industry, which constitutes the 1 iird 
group whose respect and good wil he 
suggested are necessary to the profes: ion, 
will in particular welcome his referen: e to 
a type of exploitation which is inc eas- 
ingly prevalent at the moment, that is the 
large numbers of builders invitec to 
tender in competition. 

It is easy to understand why this shou j be 
tempting to clients. They probably feel that 
for the first time in many years they have a 
wider choice of firms anxious to tender and. 
on the face of it, they may expect to : eta 
keener price if competition is unlimited. A 
little thought will show that apart fron the 
unfairness to builders who are put to the 
trouble and expense of tendering with ittle 
chance of success, the practice is ultimately 
to the disadvantage of the building owner. 

The cost of tendering represents an appre- 
ciable overhead in a builder’s business, and 
if more tenders are prepared and fewer con- 
tracts undertaken, the sum which is, in effect, 
added to the price of each job carried out 
represents an increase in the cost of building 
which must be regarded as serious at a time 
when we are all concerned with reducing 
costs and increasing efficiency. 

The majority of architects appreciate this 
point and co-operate by advocating some 
form of selective tendering. But many local 
authorities do not. So it may be appropriate 
to call attention afresh to the recommenda- 
tions of the Howard Robertson Committee 
and to encourage their implementation by 
building owners.

Church at Stamford, Connecticut 
To the Editor of The Builder 


&)IR,—In your issue of April 18, there 
is an illustration of the new Presby- 
terian Church at Stamford, Connecticut. 


As consulting engineer for this church, 
may I point out that the reference to tim- 
ber is erroneous? The whole of the 
church is made from precast concrete 
units, and only just enough in situ con- 
crete has been used to connect adjoining 
units. The part of the wall construction 
which is visible in your picture, i.e., the 
‘crystalline’ part, is entirely a folded slab 
construction, each fold being one pre- 
cast concrete unit. 


You will see from the picture that some 
of these units are of considerable size. It 
may also be of interest to you that the 
coloured glass panels were inserted after 
erection, and are all set in cement by a 
method developed lately in France.

News of the Week 


RIBA Organisation 


RESOLUTION which in effect 
called upon the Royal Institute of 
British Architects to put its house in order 
was passed by an overwhelming majority 
of the 1,000 or so members who attended 
the annual general meeting on Tuesday 
night. The resolution, proposed by Mr. 
A. W. Cleeve Barr and seconded by Mr. 
Anthony Cox, was as follows: 

That the annual report be adopted subject 
to the following considerations: This AGM 
expresses its grave concern at the state of 
the Institute’s affairs, as revealed by the Re- 
port, and considers this to reflect not only 
business inefficiency, but also a failure to 
appreciate the needs of the profession. It 
believes it necessary in order to remedy this 
state of affairs both to revise the financial 
policy and to reform the Council to make it 
more representative of the general body of 
members, and for these purposes requests the 
Council: 

1. To carry out a comprehensive review 
of the Institute’s office organisation and 
business affairs, and also to reconsider its 
financial policy so that its professional and 
public activities may be _ effectively 
developed. 

2. To initiate and prosecute such action 
as is necessary to ensure that: 

(a) honorary officers (other than the 

President and Past Presidents who are 

directly elected) shall be appointed only 

from elected members of the Council; 

(b) all members of Council who shall be 

entitled to vote, shall be elected by postal 

ballot—this being organised in the case 
of regional representatives locally by the 

Allied Societies. 

3. To call a special general meeting to 
report progress on the foregoing items by 
December, 1958. 


RIBA’s New President 


THE NEW PRESIDENT of the RIBA is to 
be Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, ARA, ARSA. 
Mr. Spence, who succeeds Mr. Kenneth 
M. B. Cross, takes over on July 1. 
Although the Council elections have not 
taken place, Mr. Spence’s nomination to 
the Presidency is unopposed. Mr. Spence, 
who was born in 1907, has had a distin- 


guished career as an architect both in 
Scotland and the South, and is at present 
carrying out a considerable programme of 
work. He has been a member of Council 
since 1953.

SCHOOL BUILDING 
OVERSEAS 


Team Approach Advocated 
at London Conference 


From a Correspondent 


HE adoption of the team approach— 
already tried and proved in Britain 
—in the building of new schools in 
British territories overseas won general 
approval at a study conference of educa- 
tion and building experts which has just 
concluded in London. 

The conference—on School Building 
Programmes Overseas—was organised by 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Colonial Office, and was attended by ad- 
ministrative and technical officers from 
the colonies working in this field, as well 
as three representatives of the Federation 
of Malaya and a visitor from Turkey, 
making 32 participants in all. The other 
oversea territories represented were: 
Antigua, Barbados, British Hondurus, 
Brunei, Hong Kong, Jamaica, Kenya, 
Mauritius, Federation of Nigeria, North- 
ern Nigeria, North Borneo, Northern 
Rhodesia, Nyasaland, Sarawak, Sierra 
Leone, Somaliland, Trinidad and Tobago, 
Uganda, Windward Islands and Zanzibar. 

The object of the conference was to 
study how, by careful analysis of educa- 
tional needs and use, the cost of building 
schools and of their maintenance can be 
reduced and considerable saving of space 
can be achieved; how school buildings 
should reflect the functional needs of the 
students; and how the best results can be 
realised by the ‘team’ approach—colla- 
boration of administrator, architect, 
quantity surveyor and builder from the 
very inception of a building scheme. 

Some 20 lecturers, all experts in the 
field, addressed the conference and led the 
discussions. Points which came out dur- 
ing the conference were: 

(i) The value of the ‘development group’ 
approach (administrators, architects, quan- 
tity surveyors, etc.) as adopted by the 
Ministry of Education in the United King- 
dom. The objects of these development 
groups are to try out new forms of design 
based on changes in teaching requirements; 
to develop, with manufacturers and others, 
building methods, components and _ tech- 
niques; and to study the application to 
school building of knowledge resulting from 
research into buildings and materials. 

(ii) The emphasis, in many schools today, 
is laid on practical activities; the class is 
often broken down into smaller working 
groups. This calls for additional small work- 
spaces, new teaching materials, aids and 
equipment. The school is no longer a 
machine for giving lessons but a social unit 
concerned with all-round development. 

(iii) The early planning of building pro- 
grammes, which indicate the number and 
kind of schools to be built, enables pro- 
fessional and technical skills to concentrate 
on the two main factors which determine 
whether or not value for money is obtained 
—the amount of space needed to provide 
a workable building and the amount of 
money needed for each unit of space to 
ensure an adequate quality of building. 

(iv) The better utilisation of space can 
effect considerable savings, e.g., a corridor 
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can be both a circulation area and an addi 
tional teaching space, an entrance hall car 
be also a gym. - In several cases the tota! 
area per child in primary and secondar: 
schools in the United Kingdom has bee 
cut by 40 per cent., but the amount of teach 
ing space has been maintained or eve 
slightly increased. 


(v) The study of cost analysis has show. 
where the money goes and enabled a far 
greater control to be exercised than hithertc. 
By application of design and cost standards 
the Minister of Education had at 1956 re- 
duced the money cost per place in secondar 
schools by 20 per cent. compared with 194: 
—although building costs had risen by 5 
per cent. 


(vi) Although many oversea territories 
lacked the expertise available in the UK, 
the method of attacking school building pro- 
grammes adopted by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion Architects and Building Branch wa; 
thought to be relevant to their problems. 


Working Party to Visit East 
Africa 

AFTER consultation with the Governois 
of Kenya, Tanganyika and Uganda and the 
British Resident of Zanzibar, the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Mr. Alan Lennox- 
Boyd, has appointed a Working Party on 
Higher Education which is to visit East 
Africa in mid-July. The Working Party's 
chairman will be Dr. J. F. Lockwood, Vice- 
Chancellor of London University.

XXVIII.—Scaffolding 


I WAS looking up an old book on ele- 

mentary building construction the 
other day (what a lot one forgets!) and 
the method of erecting timber scaffolding 
was illustrated, showing the proper use 
of the square lashing, scarfing and 
wedging. I found myself wondering 
whether or not it was the architect’s job 
to learn how this was done and to see 
that it was properly carried out. These 
scaffolders took a great pride in their work 
and a well-scaffolded building was a great 
pleasure to behold. I remember seeing 
anew bridge being erected in Stockholm, 
where the scaffolding was really 
magnificent. 

Wooden scaffolding has now almost 
vanished from our building sites and steel 
scaffolding has-taken its place. I some- 
times stare in awe and wonder at the 
grandeur of this steel scaffolding on large 
buildings. We all remember seeing for 
years the scaffolding to the Victoria 
Tower of the Houses of Parliament. What 


an accomplishment! It almost seemed 
that we had lost something when it 
disappeared. 

_ Scaffolding is no longer a labourer’s 
job—if it ever was; it has become a sub- 
contract and we now get firms inspecting 
drawings in the office and giving prices 
to contractors tendering for the work. It 
is a specialist undertaking, carefully 
designed and carried out. For small jobs, 
where only a small portion is required 
at a time, the service is, I understand, 
prompt and efficient enabling require- 
ments to be met at short notice, since 
builders no longer own their own 
scaffolding. 

Is it necessary for the architect to know 
anything about this trade or is it one 
he can afford to ignore? I do not think 
an architect can afford to ignore any- 
thing on his building, for sure enough 
if there is trouble he will be the one 
called in to explain it all. 

_ My only objection to modern scaffold- 
ing methods is the noise. Scaffolders 
seem to take a special sort of delight in 
dropping each piece to the ground as 
they take it down, with an extra clang 
as it goes into the lorry, getting the maxi- 


mum resonance out of each piece. 
Certainly the trade seems to attract men 
of great zest: perhaps the psychologists 
would find food for thought here since 
noise can be the outcome of childish 
exuberance, shyness, inferiority com- 
plexes and the rest—not necessarily con- 
fined, of course, to scaffolders. 


OBITUARY 
R. Fielding Dodd, FRIBA 


THE DEATH Of Mr. Ronald Fielding 
Dodd, Dipl Arch (L’pool), FRIBA, 
which took place at his home at Bladon 
on April 30, removes one of the best 
known figures in Oxford architecture. 
Born in 1889, Fielding Dodd was trained 
at the Liverpool School of Architecture 
under the late C. H. Reilly and, follow- 
ing service in the Machine Gun Corps 
in the 1914-18 war, he set up in 1920 in 
practice in Oxford, where he spent his 
professional lifetime, for though he 
retired in 1949, leaving the practice in 
the hands of his partner, Mr. Kenneth 
Stevens, FRIBA, he continued as con- 
sultant. Among new work that he 
designed were the Nuffield Orthopaedic 
Centre and (with the late Sir Herbert 
Baker) new buildings for St. Peter’s Hall. 
His skill and experience in Oxford build- 
ing were much used by the University by 
whom he was called in in 1936 to recon- 
struct internally the Sheldonian. He also 
did work on the restoration of the Rad- 
cliffe Camera and St. Mary’s Church. 
When the Oxford Regional Hospital 
Board was formed in 1947, he was its 
first consultant architect, a post he con- 
tinued until 1952. Recently he had been 
associated with the survey of New 
College for the Historic Buildings 
Appeal. His knowledge of Oxford build- 
ing no less than his kindly personality 
will be much missed.

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HOUSE BUILDING IN 
THE USA 


Southern Counties’ P resident's 
Impression s 


[8 a month’s tour of the United States 

and Canada a group of 17 members of 
the Southern Counties Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers made an exhaustive 
study of American and Canadian Housing 
on sites in New Jersey, Long Island, Phila- 
delphia, Washington, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
Toronto and Boston. 

Mr. CHARLES G. DrREwIrTT, president of 
the Federation, said on their return to South- 
ampton in the Queen Mary that the houses 
they had examined had a price range of 
about £2,900 to £43,000. 

‘Taking an overall picture,’ Mr. Drewitt 
commented, ‘I think that in interior plan- 
ning the Americans have something to offer 
us, although the exterior appearance is lack- 
ing in the finer points of architectural 
design. 

“The cheaper types of housing sites have 
the appearance of hutted camps, mainly 
because timber is used as an exterior clad- 
ding material on 90 per cent. of housing. 
The American housewife would probably be 
a littke more comfortable than her British 
counterpart, mainly because the heating and 
air-conditioning installation is a “ must” 
even in the cheapest house. The Americans 
would no more build a house without cen- 
tral heating than build one without a roof.’ 

Mr. Drewitt added that internal fittings, 
such as baths, basins and sinks, and the 
general design of plumbing and brasswork, 
were in advance of British standards, even 
for the cheapest house. Prefabrication of 
different sections of the house was wide- 
spread; one could even buy a dormer win- 
dow for the roof, including ‘all the bits 
and pieces,’ with an instruction leaflet, with 
nothing down and five years to pay. In 
fact, one could buy a ‘ package’ house in 
the same way. 

Dealing with labour questions, Mr. 
Drewitt said that the British building trade 
craftsman was better trained than the 
American, and gave a better finish to his 
work. Nor did he think the American build- 
ing worker worked any harder than his 
British counterpart—but time-wasting was 
frowned upon by both sides of the industry, 
and the men appeared to be better 
disciplined. 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 
Figures for March 


THE Housing Progress Reports presented 
to Parliament as White Papers (Cmd. 420, 
England and Wales, HMSO, price 6d.; 
Cmd. 421, Scotland, HMSO, price 1s.) by 
The Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land show that the number of permanent 
houses completed in Great Britain during 
March was 24,643, compared with 29,303 
in March, 1957. 

In the first three months of 1958, 65,314 
permanent houses were completed, com- 
pared with 75,515 in the same period of 
1957. Details of the quarterly figures will 
be given in a subsequent issue of The 
Builder. 
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COST RESEARCH 


Data Collected by RICS Cost Research Panel 


(HE Cost Research Panel of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, whose 
chairman is Mr. Cyril Sweett, is publishing a monthly series of papers collating 
information based on a questionnaire circulated by the Panel to over 800 Government 
bodies, local authorities and architects and chartered quantity surveyors in private 
practice. Each paper deals with a separate subject, but all form the background 
to the Panel’s forthcaming report to the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on the costs of flats and houses. The RICS is reprinting each paper in leaflet 
form. By kind permission of the chairman of the Cost Research Panel the full text 
of the fourth paper is printed below. (The first, second and third papers appeared 
in The Builder of February 14, March 14 and April 11 respectively.) 


Planning the Cost: The 
Economic Control of 
Building Development 


GATISE ACTORY and economic 

development of multi-storey housing 
schemes can be evolved only by team- 
work and by a fully cost-conscious 
approach to design problems by all con- 
cerned with housing development. The 
diversity of organisation and policy of 
local government housing departments 
makes it impossible to lay down specific 
lines along which cost planning should 
proceed. The broad outlines and prin- 
ciples of cost planning discussed in this 
paper may be adapted to suit the needs 
of different circumstances. 


Budgetary Approach 


The approach to development problems 
by local government officials responsible 
for the initiation of housing schemes 
should stimulate a cost-conscious 
approach by all members of the design 
team. Answers to the questionnaire 
distributed by the Cost Research Panel, 
which were summarised in the first paper 
of this series, suggest that some local 
authorities are content to wait until 
tenders are received before they have any 
clear picture of the possible cost of a 
particular development. Thus they have 
no idea either of the rents to be charged, 
or, where these are set at predetermined 
levels, of the contribution which will be 
necessary from the general rate fund. 
Eighty per cent. of the replies from local 
authorities in the sample covered by the 
questionnaire show that no cost limits 
are calculated before design begins. This 
lack of an overall planned budget for 
housing development is an important 
cause of unnecessarily high cost and 
embarrassingly high rents or contribu- 
tions from the general rate fund. It is 
not sufficiently realised that in many cases 
there is a considerable deficit between 
rents and subsidies received and the cost 
to the local authority for maintenance, 
management and loan charges, which 
must be borne by the general rate fund. 

Such deficits, or alternatively high rent 
charges, are seldom the planned policy 
of local authority housing committees. 
They are all too often the result of a lack 
of an economic plan of development and 
of any clear and decisive instructions to 
the architect on the financial considera- 
tions. It would appear that some local 
authorities feel that the whole subject of 
high density development is so complica- 


ted and confused that they have insuf- 
ficient information on which to prepare 
an adequate and authoritative brief for 
their architect. Others feel that, in any 
case, if the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government approve the tender, 
then the cost is the best that can be hoped 
for. But this is only a partial safeguard 
against high costs because the Ministry’s 
scrutiny of tenders refers only to build- 
ings as designed, and comes too late to 
eliminate excessive costs arising from 
uneconomic forms of development or lay- 
out. It is, therefore, clear that the local 
authority should be acquainted with the 
principles and possibilities of economical 
design, and should not be content ito 
devolve this part of their responsibilities 
upon Government departments. Failure 
to impose well-considered financial limits 
when briefing their architects, in the mis- 
taken belief that the Ministry processes 
will take care of this responsibility, is one 
of the major causes of excessive cost. 


Budgetary Advice 


It is true that very little information is 
available to some local authorities on the 
complicated subject of economical 
development of dwellings at high density, 
and it is hoped that the Ministry will treat 
this subject more fully in their publica- 
tions. A great deal of experience has, 
however, been acquired by many local 
authorities throughout the country, and in 
this respect it would appear to be the 
immediate function of the Ministry to 
collate and publish the best information 
available. Wherever necessary they 
should also assist local authorities in cal- 
culating their own cost targets from the 
earliest inception of a scheme. 

It should be the object of all concerned 
with a housing project to achieve develop- 
ment at the most economic cost consistent 
with good design and construction. - It 
needs to be emphasised that low cost is 
often the outcome of good design. Con- 
versely, high cost is often the result of the 
wrong conception from the outset of 
planning, or a lack of careful study of the 
problem in hand. 


Budget Limits 


It is therefore important that wherever 
possible the local authority should give 
the architect clear budgetary limits per 
dwelling, in addition to the usual informa- 


tion included in the initial brief. The 
schedule of accommodation required 
should allow some flexibility for con- 
sideration of various designs and schemes 
of development to suit the needs of the 
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chosen site and the limits of cost imposed 
by the local authority. Where multi- 
storey housing development is proposed, 
it is particularly important that the local 
authority should ensure that an explora- 
tion of the site be made, and that a report 
on site conditions is made available to 
the architect during the earliest stages of 
the preparations. 


| Site Development 


Instructions should be issued for the 
preparation of sketch plans for alterna- 
tive treatments of the site, considering 
development in combinations of high and 
low blocks in slab and tower form mixed, 
where suitable, with two-storey housing. 
Comparative estimates of cost of each 
alternative scheme of development should 
also be prepared. For this purpose, it is 
most important that the local authority 
appoint the quantity surveyor and other 
consultants before sketch plans are pre- 
pared, so that advice and guidance on 
costs are available to the architect. 

The estimates may usefully show separ- 
ately the cost of site development and of 
abnormal foundations which may rank 
for subsidy under the second schedule of 
the Housing Subsidies Act, 1956. This 
will enable officials of the local authority 
to calculate rents and subsidies for each 
alternative, so that a form of development 
can be selected in relation to require- 
ments, the nature of the site, appearance 
and costs. 

The importance of careful investigation 
of development in relation to density was 
illustrated by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government in their exhibit at 
the Public Works Exhibition in London 
in 1956 and at the Chartered Surveyors 
Annual Conference at Nottingham in 
1957. This exhibit stressed the importance 
of the correct decision on the height and 
layout of blocks necessary to achieve a 
required density. Broadly speaking, the 
maximum use of low blocks consistent 
with the required density will usually 
provide the most economical solution. 

Fig. 1 is reproduced from the exhibit 
by permission of the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, and shows two 
alternative layouts for a site to be 
developed at a density of 100 habitable 
rooms per acre. The first layout con- 
tains:— 

32 per cent. of the dwellings in two- 
storey houses; 

17 per cent. of the dwellings in four- 
storey maisonettes; 

51 per cent. of the dwellings in 11- 
storey blocks. 

For this layout, the estimated total cost 
was £555,000, or approximately £1,780 
per dwelling. The second layout con- 
tains:— 

19 per cent. of the dwellings in two- 
storey houses; 

12 per cent. of the dwellings in four- 
storey flats; 

69 per cent. of the dwellings in four- 
storey maisonettes. 

For this layout, the estimated building 
cost was £480,000 or £1,540 per dwelling. 
The total saving by the adoption of the 
second layout was £75,000 or £240 per 
dwelling.

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density of 140 habitable rooms per acre, 
the most economical layout included:— 
10 per cent. of the dwellings in two- 
storey houses; 
48 per cent. of the dwellings in four- 
storey maisonettes; 
42 per cent. of the dwellings in 13- 
storey maisonettes and flats. 

This layout showed a saving of £15,000 
over a layout with all the dwellings in 
five-storey balcony-access flats or a saving 
of £75,000 over a layout with all the dwel- 
lings in five-storey staircase-access blocks. 


Design Economics 


The Ministry exhibit also illustrated the 
importance of economy in the detailed 
planning of each block. Seven different 
plans for 11-storey blocks were shown 
varying in cost by as much as £416 per 
dwelling. Although each was economic-

ally designed as regards space standards 
within the dwellings, the examples illus- 
trated the value of careful study of plan 
arrangements of the blocks as a whole to 
make the best use of access space. The 
most economical dwellings were secured 
by plans whereby eight flats on each floor 
were served by two lifts and two stair- 
cases. A plan which is seemingly econo- 
mic in space standards does not always 
lend itself to an economic structural form. 
Conversely, a seemingly economic struc- 
tural form may yet involve waste of 
space. Both aspects of the problem must 
be considered together to obtain a proper 
balance. 

The optimum solution to the problem 
of structural form will, of course, vary 
for buildings of different heights and in 
different situations. The potentialities of 
crosswall construction in reinforced con- 
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crete or load-bearing brickwork have 
been considered in two papers sponsored 
by the Cost Research Panel (‘ Structural 
Economics of High Flats,’ The Chartered 
Surveyor, February, 1957, and ‘High 
Flats in Structural Brickwork, The 
Chartered Surveyor, December, 1957, by 
P. Dunican, AMIStructE). Other forms 
of construction, such as reinforced con- 
crete columns and beams or load-bearing 
walls, or combinations of both, will be 
important alternatives for all blocks. This 
is a field in which collaboration between 
the architect, structural engineer and the 
quantity surveyor is necessary at an early 
stage in the project, if the best solution 
for a particular scheme is to be found. 


Teamwork and Cost Advice 


As these investigtions of the design 
aspect of the project will have a major 
bearing on the form of development 
adopted, it is important to ensure that the 
estimates of relative cost are as accurate 
and reliable as experience and collected 
information can make them. This under- 
lines the importance of the early appoint- 
ment of the quantity surveyor, because a 
surveyor who is skilled and experienced 
in similar forms of development will be 
able to contribute valuable advice and 
guidance in this respect. Assistance may 
also be obtained by early consultation 
with the Ministry of Housing, who have 
extensive data on comparative costs. 

Consultation with the Ministry at an 
early stage will also ensure that there is 
no conflict between the budget limits 
imposed by the local authority and ceiling 
levels for the approval of tenders. Unless 
such early consultations take place, any 
disagreement will not be discovered until 
tenders are received. At this stage, little 
can be done to make adequate correction 
in the basic design, and probably certain 
fittings or finishes will have to be sacri- 
ficed to reduce the tender. This is often 
unsatisfactory as such economies fre- 
quently lead to little real saving and often 
result in higher maintenance charges. 
Without early consultation, there is a 
danger of considerable waste of planning 
time and effort, and perhaps frustration 
of design. 

Early consultation and collaboration 
are also advisable with planning and 
other statutory. authorities. This should 
avoid later disorganisation and additional 
cost which may arise from late and some- 
times expensive variations during the 
progress of a scheme. For their part, the 
planning and other authorities should 
ensure that decisions are given without 
delay. In answer to the Panel’s question- 
naire, local authorities pointed out that 
difficulties in obtaining decisions from 
planning and other authorities were a 
major hindrance to pre-contract planning. 


The Cost Study 


Throughout the process of investiga- 
tion into alternative schemes of develop- 
ment for the site and into the layout of 
the blocks, economies are sought prim- 
arily in factors of design or in considera- 
tions arising from the inter-relation of 
one component to another. Once the 
basic lines of the design have been settled, 
there is still considerable scope for cost 
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planning by consideration of alternative 
treatments of each component in the 
implementation of the design. In other 
words, there is scope for investigation of 
the cost effects of the use of alternative 
materials in the construction of the 
design. It is true that there is little need 
for detailed calculations to determine 
which, of a number of alternative 
materials is the most expensive, but this 
is not the prime purpose of these investi- 
gations. They seek to discover the rela- 
tive cost of any alternative not only to 
other treatments but within the context 
of the design and the relation of each 
alternative to the whole. For example, 
where a design requires extensive balcony 
finishes, as with balcony-access design, 
the relative cost of alternative treatments 
becomes important in relation to the total 
cost of the building, and not merely to 
other alternatives., 

The investigation of alternative treat- 
ments of the design may be done con- 
veniently in some form of cost study. 
This, in effect, is an analysed estimate of 
cost. The basis of the analysis is a matter 
of convenience, and should vary accord- 
ing to the type and structure of the build- 
ing and the scope of problems to be 
considered. At this stage, the cost study 
will indicate whether the budgetary limits 
imposed by the client have been complied 
with, by economy of design and structural 


balance has been attained in economy of 
space standards and design. In addition, 
the cost study will give an estimate of the 
probable and alternative distribution of 
costs throughout the building, and “thus 
indicate where savings or further expendi- 
ture may be desirable. In this way, it will 
show whether the design gives value for 
money by achieving a proper relationship 
between costs, appearance, utility, stand- 
ards and maintenance. 

An example of a cost study, on which 
a cost plan may be based, is given in 
Table 1 (see p. 871), compiled for the 
pricing of approximate quantities from 
sketch plans, shown in Fig. 2, of a three- 
storey terrace block of dwellings, com- 
prising a ground-floor flat with a maison- 
ette above. Access to both dwellings is 
by means of an access deck on the first 
floor. It should be noted that the nature 
of the site and the development called for 
a design which incorporated larger than 
average dwellings. The two-bedroom flat 
has a net area of 804 feet super., and the 
three-bedroom maisonette has a net floor 
area of 1,069 feet super. In view of the 
unusual features of this design, a cost 
study becomes doubly important, as, first, 
it gives an early indication of the detailed 
cost effects of the adoption of this form of 
design: secondly, it ensures that costs may 
be controlled in the implementation of

form. It will also show whether a proper 
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the design, so this form of development 
may be achieved at an economic cost, 
This will be more fully appreciated when 
it is realised that the difference in estima- 
ted cost of the least and the most expen- 
sive alternatives in the design amounts to 
£1,439 for the two dwellings or approxi- 


mately 15s. per foot super. net. This 
does not imply that the selection of the 
cheapest alternative is the best solution, 
as the selection must be guided by con- 
siderations of appearance, function, 
standards, utility and maintenance as well 
as of costs. 

The cost study gives the architect an 
indication of the range of costs from 
which he may select an appropriate 
combination of alternatives which gives 
the desired balance between these factors. 
It also enables him to ensure that costs 
are rationally distributed throughout the 
building and that total cost does not 
exceed budget limits. 


The Cost Plan 


The combination of selected alterna- 
tives will form a cost plan, which will 
provide a framework of cost within 
which working drawings can _ be 
developed. In view of this, a copy of the 
cost plan should be distributed to all 
concerned with this phase of the pre- 
parations. If modifications or changes 
are introduced after the cost plan has 
been prepared, they should be made 
within the framework of cost’ produced 
by the cost plan and budget limits. Where 
necessary, further adjustments may have 
to be made to other components, and this 
will be facilitated by the cost plan. In 
this way, the cost plan should be treated 
as flexible, so that it is kept up to date 
with the development of the project. 


Cost Information 


Cost information, upon which the cost 
study is based, may be obtained in a 
variety of ways. Any method adopted 
must, however, be conditioned by the 
type and amount of information at pre- 
sent available in individual quantity 
surveyors’ offices. This varies consider- 
ably in scope, classification and kind. 
The cost plan in Table 1 was compiled 
by the pricing of approximate quantities 
based on the architect’s sketch plans and 
specification. Unit rates were set at a 
level appropriate to the site and locality. 
Experience of past contracts for similar 
development in the locality proved valu- 
able when adjusted for differences in 
date. Such information is not always 
readily available, and in these cases, or 
where complex problems of construction 
are involved, informal consultation with 
building. contractors may be useful. 


Cost Aspects of Tendering 


An appreciation of the cost aspects of 
multi-storey housing development should 
not be restricted to problems of design 
alone. The effect on costs of the method 
of tendering and the pattern of contract- 
ing for housing schemes should not be 
ignored. Many reports in the past have 
stressed various aspects of tendering pro- 
cedure. If the recommendations of these 
reports—especially those of the Simon 
Committee (1944), the Howard Robert- 
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Quality flooring at reasonable cost is not easy to achieve but the

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son Committee (1954) and the Girdwood 
Committees (1948-1952) — were more 
fully: implemented as regards full and 
complete preparation of the scheme and 
the tendering documents, then tenders 
would be as fair and as accurate as pos- 
sible. Certain aspects of the presentation 
of the bill of quantities are especially 
important with multi-storey housing 
schemes, where the design frequently 
involves either repetitive or complex 
items. These must be properly stressed 
and adequately described if any saving 


is to be allowed or if the estimator is to 
be given a proper basis for pricing. This 
can be done quite adequately within the 
general principles of the Standard 
Method of Measurement for Building 
Works and the traditional trade order of 
the bill. It has been found useful to in- 
clude scale drawings of such items in 
the bill to assist the estimator in pricing. 
It has also been suggested that it is 
possible to include measurements for 
alternative items where the same 
measurements apply, so that both may 
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be priced, and either selected. It should, 
however, be stressed that the prime pur- 
pose of the bill of quantities is to provide 
an accurate basis for the preparation of 
a tender and all aspects of the presenta- 
tion should be subservient to this end. 


Nomination of Specialists 
The work of nominated specialist sub- 
contractors usually accounts for a high 
proportion of the total cost of multi- 


storey development. If full advantage is 
to be derived from cost planning and

roads. paths, retaining 
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economic control of development, then 
the nomination of specialists should be 
reduced to a minimum, if not completely 
avoided. This implies that full informa- 
tion should be available to the quantity 
surveyor at this stage. As time for pre- 
paration is usually short and as much 
specialist work is protected by patent 
rights, full competition is not always 
achieved by the architect for items for 
which nominated specialists are asked to 
tender. In the cost plan, all specialist 
quotations should be tested for cost 
efficiency by comparison with other 
alternative and suitable treatments before 
they are accepted. Heavy reliance on the 
work of nominated specialist subcon- 
tractors places the main contractor at a 
disadvantage, and this must affect his 
tender. First, nominated specialist work 
restricts the items for which the con- 
tractor may tender; and secondly, it 
reduces the amount of site control 
afforded to the main contractor, and 
thus may increase the difficulty of plan- 
ning and maintaining the progress of 
Operations. The main contractor is the 
principal buyer of materials for building 
construction and advantage should be 
taken of his position in this respect. 


Adherence to the Plan 


Tenders received for multi-storey 
housing schemes may usefully be 
analysed on a similar basis to the cost 
plan. This will enable comparisons to be 
made between estimates and _ tender 
prices, which should prove instructive for 
future occasions. The analysis of tenders 
will alse provide a fund of cost infor- 
mation on which the quantity surveyor 
may draw to advise on problems of 
design. If the project has been fully 
planned, there will be little need for vari- 
ations during the progress of the scheme. 
The purpose of the cost plan and of 
economic control of development will be 
defeated if major variations are made 
during the contract period, and this 
underlines the importance of ensuring 
that all decisions on design and develop- 
ment are firm before operations com- 
mence. Variations which may arise from 
the shortage of materials or other unfore- 
seen factors should be made within the 
context of the cost analysis and budget 
limits for design, so that a running fore- 
cast is kept of the total final cost. 


Teamwork 


It should be appreciated that the suc- 
cess of cost planning relies fundamentally 
on the work of all members of the 
team, and not least on the co-operation 
of local authority housing departments 
in allowing adequate time for investiga- 
tion and preparation. Cost planning 
necessarily takes time, but time spent on 
preparation of the scheme prior to tender 
invariably saves time on the site, as it 
ensures that the contractor will be able 
to plan his operations and put his plan 
into effect, uninterrupted by variations. 
If this smoothness of operations is 
achieved, then there will be less call on 
the architect and the quantity surveyor 
during the progress of the scheme, and 
time and money spent on planning will 
be partly compensated by saving of time 
during the contract period. 


The investigation of alternative forms 
of development and the preparation of 
cost plans, however, make considerable 
demands on the time and skill of the 


quantity surveyor, and although the 
question of fees is not within the province 
of this paper, it should not be assumed 
that these duties are part of the normal 
quantity surveying services. The prepara- 
tion of a cost plan can be a costly and 
complicated process, but should result in 
substantial saving in cost which will more 
than justify the additional fee which the 
quantity surveyor will have to charge. 


SUMMARY 


The main points concerning the 
economic development of multi-storey 
housing schemes may be summarised as 
follows : — 

1. A well-informed and cost-conscious 
approach to each scheme for develop- 
ment by all parties concerned can keep 
costs under control, and may lead to yery 
considerable reductions below present 
average costs without sacrificing good 
design, reasonable amenities or sound 
construction. 

2. To this end, the responsibilities of 
those principally concerned in the pre- 
tender stages of planning should include 
the following tasks: — 

(a) The Local Authority— 

(i) to calculate (if necessary with 
the assistance of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government) a cost 
limit for the development, having 
regard to the particular site conditions, 
the density and accommodation 
required, subsidies receivable and the 
council’s rent policy; 

(ii) to ensure that a proper site 
exploration is carried out at an early 
stage when multi-storey housing 
development is proposed, and to make 
this information available as soon as 
possible; 

(iii) to give the architect clear 
instructions as to the accommodation 
required and the services to be pro- 
vided (with some degree of flexibility), 
together with a carefully defined and 
unambiguous limit of cost or budget 
target; 

(iv) to appoint the quantity surveyor 
at the earliest possible stage so that his 
help and advice may be available on 
all matters of cost; 

(v) to give careful consideration to 
alternative layouts submitted by the 
architect with full consideration of the 
cost implications involved; and 

(vi) to allow adequate time for pre- 
paration of the scheme and of the 
tenders. 

(b) The Architect— 

(i) to apply his professional skill to 
achieve a satisfactory solution to the 
development, within the cost limit pro- 
posed: this may mean consideration 
of a number of alternative develop- 
ments with the costs involved for each; 

(ii) if the cost limit is considered to 
be unrealistic, to inform the local 
council of this at once; and 

(iii) to co-ordinate the parties con- 
cerned into a design team to formulate 
and operate a ‘cost plan’ to produce 

a well-balanced design. 
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(c) The Quantity Surveyor— 

(i) to act as cost adviser to the 
authority and the architect; 

(ii) to prepare, if instructed, a 
detailed cost plan; 

(iii) to prepare the bill of quantities 
in such a manner as to give the maxi- 
mum help and information to the 
building contractors tendering; and 

(iv) to advise on the effect of vari- 
ations and to maintain an up-to-date 
cost summary as the work proceeds. 
(d) Other Professional Consultants— 

To adopt a fully cost-conscious 
approach in all advice given or details 
prepared. 

(e) Planning and Statutory Authori- 
ties— 

(i) to recognise that cost is one of the 
factors in development; and 

(ii) to give prompt decisions and con- 
structive advice on projects submitted 
for approval. 

(f) The Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government— 

(i) to make available all possible 
advice and information -on costs of 
various forms of development; 

(ii) to assist, if required, in preparing 
suitable overall cost limits for particu- 
lar schemes; 

(iii) to advise architects at. sketch 
plan stage on the Ministry ceiling price 
limits applicable to various designs; 
and 

(iv) to give prompt approval and 
loan sanction when a satisfactory 
tender is submitted. 


RESTORATION OF DUBLIN 
CASTLE 


£80,000 Restoration Scheme 


DEMOLITION of part of the old State 
Apartments at Dublin Castle will be com- 
pleted within the next few weeks. Work- 
men have been tearing down the cross block 
between the upper and lower castle yards 
since early January, preparatory to restora- 
tion, which is expected to begin some time 
next year. 

Office accommodation will be provided by 
the restoration scheme, which will cost about 
£80,000 and take three or four years to 
complete. 

The old State Apartment drawing-rooms 
and the offices of the Department of 
Industry and Commerce, housed in the same 
wing, were destroyed by fire in 1941. Board 
of Works architects are working on draw- 
ings for restoration of the State Apartment 
rooms. 

Many features of the Castle will be 
retained, and any additions will be executed 
so that they will harmonise with the style 
of the old buildings. 


Banstead ‘ Self-build’ Houses

HAS STARTED’ 


Mr. Cross’s Comments to BBI 


PEAKING at the 98th annual dinner of 
the Builders’ Benevolent Institution, 
held at the Dorchester Hotel, Park-lane, W1, 
on April 30, Mr. KENNETH M. B. Cross, 
MA(Cantab), president of the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects, said: ‘ The reces- 
sion has started. If it goes on for another 
year as it is now then things will be serious. 
The position seems to vary in different parts 
of the country. In Yorkshire business is 
good, but in South-West England it is grim. 

‘ This condition,’ he said, ‘ was caused by 
the Government for economic reasons. The 
restrictions imposed have stopped and are 
stopping a lot of building work. The build- 
ing industry is being treated like Cinderella 
and it is time this ceased! ” 

Continuing, Mr. Cross said that the very 
nature of the work involved in the building 
industry made it certain that it could not be 
stopped by the stroke of a pen. It took a 
long time to slow down, but, on the other 
hand to restart, after a recession, would be 
a long process. 

in commencing his speech, Mr. Cross had 
referred to the establishment of the Institu- 
tion, Which, he said, had its beginnings 111 
years ago when several men met in a tavern 
in St. Marylebone and talked of a scheme 
which would ‘ assist decayed masters in the 
building trade.” Later this was extended to 
other masters in the industry. 

‘ That was in 1847,’ he added. ‘ The RIBA 
was started in 1834 and.at that time six or 
seven architects met, also in a tavern, this 
time in St. James’s. The first dinner of 
your Institution was held in 1848. Since 
that time the BBI has had many ups and 
downs, but I am glad to say that at the 
present time it is going strong and I am 
delighted that the figures for this organisa- 
tion are what they are.’ 

Mr. Cross went on to pay tribute to the 
president of the Institution, who, hé said. 
was the fourth member of his family to take 
the chair. 

Referring to the revolutionary changes 
which had taken place since the Institution 
was formed, he said: ‘One sometimes 
wonders what it is all leading to. The great 
scientific movement is represented in the 
buildings being erected today. You may say 
you do not like modern buildings, but then 
perhaps you do not like the modern age 
also. It seems to me that the buildings 
represent the age.’ 


Fall in Donations 


In replying to the toast to the Institute 
proposed by Mr. Cross, MR. NIGEL HANNEN, 
BA, FIOB, president, said that this year 
the amount of money donated to the Insti- 
tute had fallen a little short of previous 
years. There were 46 beneficiaries under 
the scheme at present, all deserving cases. 
Most of them were from London, but, he 
emphasised, assistance was available to 
builders from all over the country. 

It was in finding homes for old people 
that the best use could be made of the funds 
available, he went on. ‘In these homes we 


can give the fullest possible benefit to pen- 
sioners.” 





In concluding, Mr. Hannen thanked the 
committee for their interest. ‘I have been 
very impressed with the work they have 
done. In the years before the war only a 
few of the committee members used to turn 
up at meetings. Nowadays attendance is 
exceptionally good.’ 

The toast to ‘The Guests’ was proposed 
by Mr. N. S. Farrow, MBE, FIOB, presi- 
dent of the London Master Builders’ 
Association. Mr. C. P. Howetis, FIOB, 
president of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, responded.

The Order, which implements the 
agreement with the European Coal and Steel 
Community signed last November, has the 
effect of reducing the UK import duties on 
the main crude and semi-finished products 
of iron and steel and certain forms of 
finished steel to 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
‘with appropriate adjustments to the alterna- 
tive specific rates of duty. The suspension 
of duty on certain products until September 
18, 1958, will not be affected.

LCC’s Recommendation on Park- 
ing Standards Referred back to 
Committee 


HE Court of Common Council decided, 
on May 1, to refer back to the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Committee 
for further consideration a recommendation 
that the London County Council’s proposed 
car parking standards for commercial build- 
ings should be adopted in the City of 
London. 

In a specially prepared report, the Com- 
mittee stated that the City was primarily 
a place of business and not a museum piece, 
and if this was to remain true of the future 
City, it could not afford to lag behind the 
planning standards prevailing in the rest 
of Central London. 

li was pointed out that the County 
Council had asked the Corporation to adopt 
the following standard for commercial 
buildings in the City, which approximated 
to the standard adopted for office build- 
ings : 

‘Parking places (to include loading, un- 
loading and waiting space) shall be required 
within the curtilage of new commercial 
buildings or in respect of any extension of 
an existing commercial building or where a 
change of use for commercial purposes takes 
place, on the basis of one lorry space of 
500 sq. ft. for every 5,000 sq. ft. of gross 
floor space with a minimum of one lorry 
space and a maximum of 75 per cent. of 
the area.’ 

After explaining that the matter would 
have to be referred to the Minister if the 
Court decided to adopt a lower standard, 
the Committee go on to examine some of 
the arguments which had been advanced 
against the adoption of their proposals. 


Burden on Developers 


They agree that the standards must in- 
volve some burden on the developer, but 
state: ‘Commercial buildings elsewhere in 
Inner London will be required to conform 
to the standard, and no case can be made 
out for a less stringent standard in the City, 
which would be unfair to developers of office 
buildings, who are required to conform to 
a comparable standard.  - 

‘We do not think it can be disputed that 
it is of paramount importance that every- 
thing possible should be done to ensure the 
free flow of traffic by the proper use of 
planning powers; but the primary purpose 
of regulating the use of land through the 
medium of planning powers is to ensure the 
most efficient and economical use of land 
in the interests of the community. If land 
cannot be developed economically as ware- 
houses except at the cost of efficiency, it 
may well be argued that the land is not 
being properly used in the interests of the 
community.’ 

Another argument was that the adoption 
upon change of use might require the 
building to be pulled down, but the Com- 
Mittee say it is difficult to imagine circum- 
stances under which this would happen. For 
all practical purposes it could only arise in 
the City where it was desired to change an 
office building into a warehouse. 

_ If the building was so unsatisfactory that 
It could not be let for offices, it would be 
more economical to rebuild it than to turn 


it into a warehouse, particularly as the use 
for warehouse purposes would require con- 
siderable expenditure in reinforcement of 
the main walls and floors. 

In the case of an extension of alteration 
to an existing building, a developer had 
the protection of the Third Schedule to the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. 

It was felt that it was most ‘unlikely that 
any existing building would be subject to 
parking requirements in the great majority 
of cases. 

The final point was that the proposal 
would involve the use of ten per cent. of 
the total floor space as loading space. The 
Committee’s view is that while it might mean 
that the whole of the ground floor would 
be taken up with space for lorries to load 
and unload, this would be a great advan- 
tage since it would enable goods to be 
handled efficiently and expeditiously. 

In most cases the floor space devoted to 
\loading facilities could be made up by put- 
ting another storey on the buildings; as the 
space devoted to car parking and loading 
facilities was disregarded in assessing the 
permissible density of development, the 
adoption of a car parking standard was 
unlikely, therefore, to enforce a loss of floor 
space. 

A Growing Problem 


The Report concludes: ‘ Unless the future 
City is planned to overcome the growing 
problem of congestion, business will only 
function with corresponding lack of 
efficiency. We agree that the City is 
primarily a place of business and not a 
museum piece, but if this is to remain true 
of the future City, it cannot afford to lag 
behind the planning standards prevailing in 
the rest of Central London. 

‘Our previous recommendation was 
submitted after due consideration and after 
a thorough examination, both of the powers 
of the Corporation in this matter and of the 
merits of the proposal. We remain of 
opinion that it would be in the. best interests 
of the City of London that the car parking 
standards now suggested for commercial 
buildings. should be adopted by the Court.’ 

Mr. B. G. ARTHUR, the Committee Chair- 
man, said that the proposal was designed 
to combat the dangers of increasing traffic 
congestion and to serve the interests of the 
business community of the City. 

Month by month a far greater number 
of vehicles were coming on the roads than 
ever before with the inevitable consequences. 
It was useless to turn their backs on this 
serious problem, and every possible step 
must be taken to overcome it. 

Mayor S. E. SANDLE said it had been sug- 
gested that the Council should agree to the 
report because it appeared to incorporate the 
views of the Minister and the LCC. ‘ The 
fact that this may be the view of the Minis- 
ter carries no weight with me,’ he said. 
‘The ways and the working of the mind 
of a Minister in politics is very different to 
the workings of the mind of a _business- 
man who has to deal with hard facts.’ 

Cars and commercial vehicles were 
altogether different in the way they affected 
congestion, and it was not axiomatic that 
a standard should be laid down without any 
consideration of the local circumstances. 
It was unnecessary and unwise to lay down 
a standard for all buildings, no matter 
where they might be. 
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It was argued that cars must be parked 
near to the premises of the persons who 
owned them because they might be required 
at short notice at any time during the day. 
That was far from the case with com- 
mercial vehicles, which were loaded up and 
sent out on a day’s journey. 

Mr. ARTHUR replied that he was advised 
that experience had shown it was much 
more satisfactory to have a fixed standard. 


Percentage of Loading Space 

Mr. H. S. MARTIN-SMITH moved that the 
space to be devoted to loading and unload- 
ing of lorries should be not more than 25 per 
cent. of the site area of the building, as 
against the 75 per cent. limit proposed. 
He said it was wrong to compare parking 
of vans at'a warehouse with the all-day park- 
ing of cars in office buildings. He did not 
think that the users of commercial build- 
ings had been consulted on the report, 
which was only ‘a matter of theory.” 

Mr. ARTHUR said there was no likelihood 
of such as amendment being accepted by 
the LCC. The report as a whole represented 
a common-sense approach to what looked 
like becoming a very grim problem if some- 
thing was not done to relieve congestion. 

Mr. C. R. WuittiIncTon spoke of the 
‘alarming attitude’ of the report. He said 
the report in effect said that the City had 
to accept the LCC conditions because other- 
wise the Minister would insist on them. 

Mr. J. Batry then suggested that the 
whole matter should be referred back to the 
Committee, and this was agreed to. 

Another report from the Committee dealt 
with the disposal on lease of land bounded 
by Fore-street, Wood-street, and Route 11, 
and the terms for acquisition of 104 to 
110, Fore-street and 28 to 31, Milton-street. 

It was reported that following the making 
of the City of London (Area No. 2) Com- 
pulsory Purchase Order, 1956, the Fore- 
street Warehouse Company, Ltd., lodged an 
objection on the grounds that they had been 
granted planning permission to erect an 
office and warehouse building for their own 
occupation on a site which included their 
freehold interest in 104 to 110, Fore-street 
and 28 to 31 Milton-street. 

The objection was subsequently withdrawn 
after the Corporation had intimated that 
it would be prepared to give them the first 
opportunity of taking a building lease of 
land bounded by Fore-street, Wood-street 
and Route 11. 


Elevated Walkways 


The Planning Valuer had recently been 
negotiating with the company with a view 
to granting them a building lease of the 
site for the erection of an 18-storey block 
surrounded by a single- and two-storeyed 
podium, which would provide a continuous 
system of walkways in connection with the 
general proposals for the area. 

The proposed use was for showrooms, 
stockrooms, ancillary offices, and shops at 
podium level, with one licensed premises 
within the site, which was zoned for com- 
merce in the County of London Develop- 
ment Plan. 

The Committee recommended, and the 
Court approved, that the freehold interests 
of the Fore-street Warehouse Company, Ltd., 
be purchased for £250,000, plus surveyor’s 
fees and legal costs; and that a building 
lease be granted to the company for the 
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construction of a new building, in part to 
provide alternative accommodation, at a 
ground rent of £27,000 a year. 

Also approved was a recommendation 
that the County of London Development 
Plan in respect of the eastern end of Route 
11 be amended. The Committee submitted 
proposals for a revised road layout of the 
eastern end at its junction with Aldgate 
High-street. The amendment relates to the 
zoning of the island site, formed by the 
roundabout, from commerce to offices, the 
Common Council being of opinion that the 
zoning of this site should be 3 to 1. 


Developments Approved 


The following proposed developments 
were approved: 

56 to 58, Cheapside and 1, Bow-lane: 
Erection of a new building for use as a 
bank headquarters. (Trehearne and Norman 
Preston and Partners, architects and sur- 
yeyors, 83, Kingsway, WC2.) 

17 to 20, Ironmonger-iane: Erection of a 
new office building comprising basement, 
ground floor and four floors over. (Messrs. 
Clutton, land agents and surveyors, 5, Great 
College-street, SW1.) 

Approval of drawings and details of 
materials submitted in compliance with con- 
ditions of permission already granted were 
approved in respect of the Mermaid Theatre, 
Upper Thames-street, and a new office 
building at 30 to 34, Moorgate. 

Applications for the use of Guildhall by 
the Building Industry Distributors for a re- 
ception on May 25, 1959, and by The Insti- 
tute of Builders for a banquet on February 
10, 1959, were referred to the City Lands 
Committee to do as they think expedient. 

Mr. S. E. CoHEN said it seemed a rather 
unusual procedure for the Council to con- 
sider applications of this kind. ‘I feel that 
the use of Guildhall should not provide for 
business institutions, and we should reject 
the applications.’ 

Mr. W. Lowrie told the Council of a 
newspaper article disclosing how the traffic 
problem as affecting the Brussels Exhibition 
had apparently been solved, by the construc- 
tion of fly-overs and under passes on the 
highways, affording a continuous flow of 
traffic. He asked whether it was too late 
for the Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee to consider such adaptations in 
the future planning of the City highways. 

Mr. ArTHuR, the Committee Chairman, 
replied that the Holford/Holden Report on 
the reconstruction of the City included pro- 
posals for the creation of traffic fiy-overs 
in three major improvements schemes, the 
northern Boundary Route, the Cheapside 
underpass and the two-level carriageway in 
Upper and Lower Thames-streets. The 
Court had, however, decided against the 
adoption of the northern boundary route 
in favour of Route 11, at surface level. 

In 1950 the ‘Court abandoned the pro- 
posed Cheapside underpass on the grounds 
that the cost was not justified, and the pro- 
posal to construct a two-level carriageway 
in Upper and Lower Thames-street was not 
included in the present development plan 
because effect could not be given to it during 
the 20. years current life of the plan due 
to the retention of Cannon-street Station for 
at least 25 years. The draft plan did con- 
tain a scheme for an underpass at Black- 
friars Bridgehead and this proposal was 
at present under active consideration.

Credit for Overseas Constructional 
Contracts 


CLAIMING that the British construc- 

tional engineering industry had lost 
many foreign contracts in recent years 
because it could not offer the same attrac- 
tive credits as its American and German 
competitors, MR. BERNARD BRAINE, speak- 
ing in a Commonwealth affairs debate in the 
Commons on April 28, said that it would 
benefit from the proposal to establish a 
Commonwealth Bank which could provide 
reasonable credit facilities. 

He argued that the provision of such a 
facility would enable exporters of services 
to have a fairer chance against their com- 
petitors. The overseas earnings of the con- 
structional engineering industry had been 
at the rate of between £90m. and £100m. 
a year for the last three or four years. That 
was no small contribution to the welfare, 
advancement and progress of the Common- 
wealth overseas. Nearly all the activities 
were in the Commonwealth, a substantial 
part of them in Canada. 

Here was a situation in which a British 
industry was competitive with nearly every 
engineering country in the world. On price 
it was more competitive than its American 
counterpart, it was on about a par with 
the Germans, but the Italians, where large 
quantities of labour were involved, could 
sometimes beat it. Yet in the last few years 
contract after contract had been lost, not 
because the industry could not do the job, 
but because it could not offer the attractive 
credit terms the Americans and Germans 
could. : 


Inadequate Finance 


The Export Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment, which was doing an excellent job 
within limitations, advanced less than £30m. 
in bankers’ guarantee policies. What was 
£30m. to an industry engaged in mighty 
projects like the Kariba Dam and _ the 
Snowy Mountains scheme in Australia? 
Any scheme which could give extended 
credit on a selective or priority basis would 
be a tremendous advantage not only to 
Britain, but to the developing countries 
overseas. 

Mr. ALport, Under-Secretary, Common- 
wealth Relations Office, replying to the 
debate, referred to what the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and the President of the 
Board of Trade had said about export 
credit guarantee policy during the debate 
on the Budget, including the reduction of 
the limits of the sum on which guarantees 
could be given, and an increase in the 
amount covered from 85 to 90 per cent. 
Sir David Eccles had said that would be 
of great assistance to trade within and out- 
side the Commonwealth. 

Mr. BRAINE said that while he agreed 
with that, it was the scale on which the 
credit facilities were given about which he 
was complaining. The earnings of the con- 
structional engineering industry could be 
trebled if the same facilities were available 
to it that were available to its American and 
German counterparts. 

Mr. AvportT said that he realised how 
tempting that point was, but the Chancellor 
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had pointed out in his speech the dangers 
of entering into a credits race with other 
countries with which Britain was in com- 
petition. At the same time it could not 
but be right that any facility that it was pos- 
sible to give on any reasonable basis to 
British exporters’ effort and _ enterprise 
should be given, and he fully appreciated 
Mr. Braine’s point. 


Housing Subsidies 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 

and Local Government, announced ip 
the House of Commons on April 29 that 
on December 31, 1957, 54,102 houses in 
tenders approved under the Housing Sub. 
sidies Act, 1956, had received no subsidy 
approval. This was, he said, largely because 
the local authorities had not in all cases 
indicated the purpose for which the houses 
were to be used, and it was not possible to 
determine which subsidy, if any, would be 
appropriate. It was probable that a substan- 
tial proportion of this additional number 
would eventually attract subsidy. 


He also indicated the number of houses 
approved for the different subsidies under 
the Act to the nearest convenient dates as:

Motorway Route to be Re-investi- 
gated: Threat of Mining Sub- 
sidence 


THE Minister of Transport has ordered 

the re-investigation of the line of route 
of the 20-mile section of the Preston to 
Birmingham motorway between Stafford 
and Birmingham because of considerable 
difficulties which have arisen in locating a 
suitable line. 

Mr. WATKINSON announced this in a writ- 
ten reply on April 30. 

The investigation will be carried out by 
Sir Owen Williams and Partners, the con- 
sulting engineers who were appointed to 
design the section south of Stafford. It will 
be undertaken as a matter of urgency. 

To enable work on the project to start, 
the Minister has agreed to make the scheme 
for the section from Preston to Stafford 
subject to certain modifications. 

Mr. Watkinson points out that the most 
recent advice from the mineral valuer to the 
National Coal Board indicated that the pos- 
sibility of mining subsidence in the southern 
section is far more serious than was origin- 
ally expected. 

The modifications to the section which 
Mr. Watkinson has authorised include 
minor alterations in the published line of 
Toute, and slight alterations in the measure- 
ments of some bridge plans. 

The modifications which the Minister has 
decided to incorporate are: The elimina- 
tion of the junction proposed at Runshaw- 
lane, near Euxton in Lancashire. It is pro- 
Posed to substitute for this, in agreement 
with the local authorities, a junction slightly 
Turther to the north at Leyland. For this. 
a draft variation scheme will be necessary 
which will be subject to the usual processes 
of statutory publication and objection; a 
small diversion of the proposed line to 
avoid demolition of property at Woolston. 
near Warrington; a minor re-alignment of 
the draft line to reduce severance of agri- 
cultural lands in the area north of Newton- 
le-Willows. The variation scheme will also 
Provide for an alteration to the lay-out of 


the junction 
Winwick. 


Road to the South-West 


CAPTAIN PILKINGTON asked the Minister 
what plans he had for a motor road to 
serve the south-west of England. 

Mr. NUuGENT, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Transport, replied—Motor 
roads are proposed linking Bristol with 
London, Birmingham, Exeter and South 
Wales. In addition, it is proposed to improve 
the direct route from London to Exeter by 
a new road from London to west of Basing- 
stoke. These proposals are contained in the 
appropriate development plans.

system in relation to local authority con- 
tracts was expressed ‘by Mr. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
during a debate on local council building 
in the Commons on May 1. . 

The debate, which arose on consideration 
of the Civil Estimates, was at the instance 
of the Opposition, who at the end sought 
to reduce one of the token votes for the 
Ministry of Housing on which it was based, 
a motion which was rejected by 279 votes 
to 222, majority for the Government of 57. 

He said that the fixed price tender policy 
had been a success. Encouraged by the 
Ministry, local authorities were now getting 
more than 50 per cent. of contracts placed 
on this basis. It was of benefit to rate- 
payers, the public and the industry. 

Mr. Mitcuison, leading for the Opposi- 
tion, claimed that the Minister had achieved 
his aim of reducing council house building 
to the level of 100,000 houses a year sooner 
than he had prophesied last November. 
Then he had said it would occur in 1959-60, 
but there had been a sharp fall in the first 
two months of the year which had brought 
the figure to that stage. Having accounted 
for slum clearance, new towns and one bed- 
room dwellings, only 26,000 of this figure 
were for general need. 

The decline in council house activities 
was also refiected in private building of 
houses. Private house building had been 
steady in the last three years, at a little 
below the level of local authority building. 
It was significant that in January and Feb- 
ruary this year it also had shown a decline 
when compared with the same period last 
year. 

Large cities and big towns were to a 
limited extent continuing building houses 
for general need in addition to slum clear- 
ance. Except in those areas, he contended, 
such building was grinding to a standstill, 
which, if not already reached in some places, 
was perilously near. 

Unemployment in the building and con- 
tracting industries was about 5 per cent. 


Investment in Housing 


Mr. BeEvins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, 
said that investment in housing had 
accounted for one-fifth of the total capital 
investment programme over the years. When 
the Government had decided last year to 
retard capital investment in the interests of 
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sound currency, it was inevitable that hous- 
ing should have taken some reduction. 

The Minister had said that the number 
of loca] authority houses and new town cor- 
poration houses would have to be slowed 
down to 100,000 houses in 1959-60. That 
would affect the number started in the cur- 
rent year. Last year 120,000 new ones were 
started, and 113,000 were put out to tender. 
This year it was expected to complete 
115,000 to 120,000 council houses, and 
authorities would be putting out to tender 
about 100,000. 

The need to restrain investment in hous- 
ing had not involved any immediate check 
in slum clearance. Last year 45,000 houses 
were demolished. This year the figure 
would be higher, perhaps 60,000 or 65,000. 
If that level was reached about 200,000 
people would be moved from the slums 
this year. The Minister would continue to 
urge local authorities to concentrate their 
efforts primarily on this kind of activity. 

The Government were not satisfied about 
the average percentage of dwellings for 
elderly people. They felt local authorities 
could do more. Although a measure of 
restraint was still necessary, the Minister 
was most anxious to encourage new build- 
ing for old people as much as he possibly 
could. Local authorities were being asked 
what they could do, and the Minister was 
prepared to examine as sympathetically as 
he could the building programme of any 
local authority faced with a difficult situa- 
tion to see whether more provision could 
be made to benefit the elderly. 

The debate took a different turn when 
Mr. GRAHAM PAGE made what he described 
as a ‘deliberate and premeditated attack’ 
on wealthy people living in subsidised 
council houses, and on local authorities for 
permitting it. After quoting instances in 
support of his case, he urged Mr. Brooke 
to hold an inquiry into the level of rents 
and the number of council houses let to 
persons earning more than £30 a week. 

Mr. BROOKE said that the Government 
believed that slum clearance and housing 
for the elderly should be in the forefront 
of their housing programme. They had 
published a booklet suggesting ways of con- 
structing purpose-built flatlets for old people 
at a more reasonable price than any other 
organisation, public or private, had secured. 

On the matter of wealthy tenants in 
council houses, he said that the selection of 
tenants was a matter for local authorities, 
and no Minister had the power to say what 
they should do. It would be understand- 
able if an authority indicated to tenants 
who could afford to make their own arrange- 
ments that by staying in a council house 
they were keeping a deserving applicant out. 
The most fruitful method was a differential 
rents scheme. 


Domestic Gas Appliances

of Tested and Approved Domestic Gas 
Appliances for March, 1958. This has been 
prepared at the request of the Ministry of 
Power and it is recommended that appli- 
ances for domestic use should be selected 
from this list.

Thermal-Acoustic Panels 


The Building Boards Division of Messrs. 
Bowaters, Ltd., Bowater House, Stratton- 
street, W1, have issued a product known as 
the Bowater T/A panel. It has been 
especially designed to meet the growing 
demand for acoustic materials in new 
and existing buildings. The panel consists 
of a 2 ft. sq. frame of 14 in. x 7 in. seasoned 
softwood, with a centrally placed timber 
batten to provide extra rigidity. The frame 
is faced on one side with } in. perforated 
hardboard, with 3%; in. holes at 4 in. centres, 
a plain } in. wide margin, and an edge 
chamfer round its perimeter. Behind this 
is a fibrous membrane designed to eliminate 
any ‘fall out’ of the insulating core. This 
core is a mineral wool—an inorganic rot- 
proof and: fireproof material, with high 
sound absorbing and thermal insulation pro- 
perties. The backing material is again a 
Bowater product—a Kraft liner glued with 
a moisture-resisting adhesive to the timber 
frame. All four edges of the frame are 
accurately slotted to take 1/10 in. hard- 
board splines of 1 in. width and 2 in. 
length, a special feature of the panel, to 
ensure perfect alignment in any installation. 
As its name implies, the T/A panel, though 


primarily intended for a sound absorption 
role, has the considerable and additional 
advantage of a high thermal insulation 
value. The thermal-acoustic panel can be 
fixed (a) direct to timber battens by 2 in. 
lost-head galvanised nails, (b) by screwing 
with special concealed clips, or (c) sus- 
pended by a metal fixing system.

Messrs. W. and J. B. Eastwood, Ltd., 
farmers, recently received members of the 
technical Press at Belle Eau Park, Bils- 
thorpe, Notts, where they are farming 
2,400 acres with two dairy herds and with 
pig and broiler production on a large scale. 
In view of the importance of correct insula-

On the same stand are also 
shown methods of handling both ships and 
motor cars by mechanical means; the ‘ Par- 
car’ multi-storey mechanical car park is of 
particular interest at the moment.

BRITAIN) Ltp., Wolverhampton (Stand No.

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BUILDING PROBLEMS 
IN THE TROPICS 


Professor Corfiato on the Use of 
New Materials 


‘ HALF the world lives in a tropical— 

or sub-tropical—clime. With the 
exception of some states in Central 
America, these people are in the process 
of an evolution which presents new social 
and economic—as well as physical— 
problems. We are witnessing one of the 
biggest social phenomena, hence there is 
tremendous interest in what is developing 
abroad.’ This was the opening statement 
of PRoFEsSOoR H. O. CorFIATO, FRIBA, 
in a lunch-time talk given at the Marley 
Showrooms, Tottenham Court-road, on 
April 24. 

Professor Corfiato set out to narrow 
down some essentials to give a ‘ slight idea’ 
of the problems the architect has to face, 
and said that it would be appreciated these 
problems would not be the same in, for 
instance, Burma, India and Africa. Not 
only were there physical conditions which 
changed from place to place, but the degree 
of social structure and habits varied also, 

Up to the last war, tropical architecture 
was a mere adaptation of temperate archi- 
tecture. Fresh principles had, however, been 
derived and architecture now offered pro- 
tection to people against climatic hardships 
and tropical disease. In some places, the 
absence of planning authorities, building 
materials and craftsmen restricted archi- 
tecture to its simplest form. 

Professor Corfiato, who has had experi- 
ence in Burma, Ceylon, India and Africa, 
concentrated on West Africa, from where 
he had recently returned. ‘In those coun- 
tries, he said, ‘there are the problems of 
heat, rain and wind.’ Heat can be treated 
in two different ways. One is by orientating 
buildings so that all rooms have a natural 
string cross ventilation, the other is to pro- 
tect rooms from the penetration of heat, as 
was done in early Colonial architecture with 
verandahs. The introduction of perforated 
blocks, screens, brise-soleil, etc., can reduce 
the necessity for verandahs. 

‘In Rangoon about 1928, “ galis ”*—long 
tubes of glazed terra-cotta—were introduced 
to cut out the sun. In West Africa the 
glare has been reduced with hoods, common 
in India as “ Toha-tcha.” Thick walls and 
small openings was a principle well under- 
stood in primitive architecture. With the 
thin materials available to the modern 
architect, this becomes rather difficult. 

‘Insulation against heat may be provided 
with various building materials, and we 
are now finding the introduction of floor- 
ings which prove cool to the feet, terrazzo 
tiles and plastic tiles, as well as the costly 
marble. 

‘ Gutters are not only useless against rain, 
but forbidden by law in the fight against 
malaria. With no tiles manufactured in 
West Africa, the roofs are-mainly asbestos 
or aluminium sheeting.’ 

The greater the projection of the eaves, 
the better the protection from heat and rain, 
but there remained wind. Three weeks pre- 
viously, in Northern Nigeria, he had seen 
the entire roofs of two important govern- 
ment buildings carried away in a tropical 
storm. Prof. Corfiato’s solution was to have

‘Up to a few years ago all construction 
was of the one-storey type, and only 
recently have buildings of three or more 
stories been erected in places like Ibadan and 
Lagos,’ he continued. ‘In addition to con- 
struction problems the lifts can introduce a 
difficulty, as there is a lack of specialists 
to provide maintenance.’ 

The French, in some of their territories 
in Africa, were going in for the’ ‘ sky- 
scraper’ solution, and among the slides 
which Prof. Corfiato screened for his audi- 
ence were several of buildings in Dakar, as 
well as illustrations from Singapore and 
other tropical countries. 


OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


4USTRALIA.—A second plan for the 
development of Melbourne’s Western 
Market site was submitted to the City 
Council recently by the Melbourne finan- 
cicr, Mr. Albert Spratt. It provides for a 
210 ft. high hotel, a 300 ft. high office 
block and an underground car park, and 
would cost £A6m. Mr. Spratt said the 
hotel would be financed and operated by an 
overseas hotel group. Some overseas money 
would be used to build the office block. 
The car park, on three levels. would accom- 
modate at least 500 cars. On April 29, 
another tenderer, Underhill Investments 
Pty., Ltd., lodged plans for a block of 
offices and shops with an underground car 
park, to cost £A6,500,000. The Melbourne 
City Council will now decide which scheme 
to accept ... A new sulphur recovery 
unit costing nearly £A250,000 is to be in- 
stalled by Standard Vacuum Refining Co. 
of Australia at its Altona refinery near Mel- 
bourne. The unit will be part of a recovery 
plant building programme to cost more 
than £Alm. It will help to combat air 
pollution over Port Phillip Bay by trapping 
waste hydrogen sulphide gas and convert- 
ing it to pure sulphur. About 25 tons of 
sulphur will be recovered daily. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—Plans for a 
capital for the newly formed province and 
development area of Pedernales are 
announced by the government. Construc- 
tion will commence shortly on_ local 
government offices, a market, six schools 
and colleges, a court and a_ state 
tourist hotel. The Department of Public 
Works has started work on_ internal 
roads and a highway linking Pedernales 
with Enriquillo. In the development 
area four agricultural colonies will be 
established. after work on irrigation canals 
and wells has been completed. 

FEDERATION OF RHODESIA AND 
NY ASALAND.—Fisons (Rhodesia), Ltd., 
are to spend £200,000 on development at 
their Salisbury factory and to build a new 
depot at Lusaka . . .

HE prospects of more off-the-street 
parking of vehicles in Glasgow are 
increasing.

Smokeless Zone for Dumbarton

lined. 

It is proposed to make the area north of 
the Glasgow-Stirling road into a smokeless 
zone covering the districts of Bellsmire, 
Garshake, Crosslet and Aitkenbar. The area, 
which covers some 1,030 houses, a hospital 
and a nursery, has been chosen because it 
is easily defined, is wholly residential, has 
a low proportion of tenants outwith town 
council tenancies, and has some 472 houses 
already complying with the Clean Air Act. 

The Corporation is proposing to pay 
seven-tenths of all appliance alterations and 
to pay more in suitable cases, tO bring the 
appliances into line with needs of the 
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smokeless area. A Clean Air Exhibition 
will be staged by the CUC here as part of 
an educational campaign which has been 
going on for the past three years.
